I  was  sorry  to  note  your 
negative  position  ( 10/21/81) 
and  apparent  lack  of  under¬ 
standing  of  Proposition  A. 
the  airport  revenue  bonds 
measure  on  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  November  ballot. 

To  misconstrue  this  vital 
issue  as  one  of  airport  ex¬ 
pansion,  while  virtually  ig¬ 
noring  the  remarkable  fi¬ 
nancial  benefits  to  the  Cits 
upon  its  passage  does  a  dis¬ 
service  to  your  readers  and 
the  community. 

Passage  of  Proposition  A 
would  save  the  City  from  a 
probably  $50  million  legal 
judgement,  while  guaran- 
.  teeing  a  minimum  of  $6  mil¬ 
lion  per  year  for  four  years 
and  $5  million  per  year  for 
the  next  26  years.  That’s  a 
guaranteed  minimum  of  $  1 54 
million  as  against  15%  of 
gross  concession  revenues, 
whichever  is  greater.  San 
Francisco  International 
would  then  become  the  only 
municipally  run  airport  in 
the  country  to  contribute 
money  from  airport  opera¬ 
tions  directly  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  city  that  sup¬ 
ports  it. 

In  these  times  of  unprec¬ 
edented  budget  cuts  at  both 
the  state  and  federal  levels, 
these  new  revenues  to  the 
city  would  go  to  maintain¬ 
ing  funding  for  libraries, 
parks  and  recreation  and  cul¬ 
tural  services  as  well  as  police 
and  fire  services.  W  ith  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  Proposition  A,  even 
San  Franciscan  will  win. 

As  to  your  claim  that 
.  Proposition  A  will  "allow 
virtually  unlimited  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  airport"  and  that 
“the  city  would  legally  be 
bound  to  expand  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  International  to  a  ca¬ 
pacity  of  31  million  passen¬ 
gers  per  year,"  1  can  only 
say  that  you  should  know 
better.  The  Environmental 
Impact  Report,  filed  in  1975 
after  extensive  public  hear¬ 
ings,  details  all  possible  air¬ 
port  expansion.  No  growth 
beyond  that  called  for  in  the 
EIR  is  legal.  In  fact,  current 
plans  and  construction  are 
on  a  considerably  lesser  scale 
than  allowed  by  that  report. 

Proposition  A  will  simpb 
allow  the  completion  of  the 
current  airport  moderniza¬ 
tion  to  proceed  in  the  most 
business-like  way  possible. 
Airport  revenue  bonds  that 
could  be  issued  after  passage 
of  Prop.  A,  only  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  would  be  paid 
solely  by  airport  revenues. 
Liability  for  both  principal 
ind  interest  would  rest  with 
lie  airport.  Proposition  A 
does  not,  will  not,  can  not 
exist  the  city  and  taxpayers 
of  San  Francisco  one  cent. 

Efficient  completion  of 
airport  modernization  and 
guaranteed  money  to  San 
Francisco  with  no  cost  to 
the  taxpayers—  these  are  the 
issues  of  Proposition  A.  You 
and  your  readers  should 
know  that.

OPPOSE  THE  KKK! 

In  the  past  year  the  KKK 
and  its  supporters  have  been 
waging  a  reign  of  terror 
against  black  and  Latino 
families  in  Contra  Costa 
County.  These  attacks  run 
the  gamut  from  an  armed 
attack  on  a  black  housing 
project  to  arson,  -vandalism 
and  cross  burnings. 

Recently,  under  pressure 
from  community  groups, 
the  State  of  California  held 
hearings  in  Richmond— 
supposedly  to  investigate 
and  try  to  deal  with  the  pro¬ 
blem  of  racial  violence  in 
the  county.  But  far  from 
doing  this,  the  hearings 
actually  ended  in  a  victory 
for  the  Klan  and  the  legi¬ 
timization  of  their  terrorist 
activities. 

On  Tuesday  night,  Oct. 
6,  eleven  Klansmen  and  their 
supporters  were  allowed  to 
sit  in  the  hearings  and  re¬ 
peatedly  disrupt  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  black  residents  who 
had  been  attacked  by  the 
Klan.  The  KKK  applauded 
incidents  of  racial  harass¬ 
ment  and  guffawed  and 
made  wisecracks  while  wit¬ 
nesses  were  testifying. 

The  following  day,  Wed¬ 
nesday,  the  Klan  returned 
for  the  daytime  hearings. 
When  myself  and  others 
present  objected  to  their 
presence — and  insisted  that 
they  be  made  to  leave —  we 
were  physically  thrown  out 
by  California  State  Police. 
The  Klan  was  not  only  al¬ 
lowed  to  speak  on  the  pro¬ 
gram,  but  permitted  (de¬ 
spite  protests)  to  put  their 
white  power  sign-up  sheet 
on  the  official  literature 
table  of  the  hearings. 

These  incidents  show 
clearly  that  we  can  never  re¬ 
ly  on  the  government  to  stop 
groups  like  the  Klan.  I  ts  just 
one  more  example  of  how 
they  work  hand  in  hand.  As 
numerous  witnesses  testified 
at  the  hearings,  the  Sheriff’s 
Department  not  only  failed 
to  respond  seriously  to  the 
racial  attacks  in  Contra 
Costa  County,  but  actually 
harassed  the  black  families 
who  were  being  attacked! 

A  black  man  who  testi¬ 
fied  at  Tuesday’s  hearings 
made  a  good  point:  while 
the  government  will  never 
stop  the  KKK,  the  Klan  ran 
be  stopped  when  black  and 
Latino  people  themselves 
fight  back  against  Klan  ter¬ 
ror.  I  think  we  saw  in  the 
1960s  what  this  really'  can 
mean,  when  the  growth  of  a 
militant  Black  Power  move¬ 
ment  sent  the  Klan, reeling. 

But  white  people  who  are 
opposed  to  the  Klan  have  to 
start  being  militant,  too. 
The  Klan’s  ability  to  func¬ 
tion  doesn't  just  depend  on 
mobilizing  people  to  fight 
for  white  supremacy—  it 
also  relies  on  the  passivity 
and  cynicism  of  white  peo¬ 
ple  who  may  be  opposed  to 
what  the  Klan  stands  for. 
We  have  to  start  to  organ¬ 
ize  ourselves  to  support  the 
liberation  movements  of 
black  and  Latino  peoples, 
and  to  actively  oppose  the

HINCKLE’S  ‘FRISCO’: 
PUNK— BUT  POLITICAL 

On  Sept.  18th  Michael  Gold¬ 
berg  became  an  employee  of  the 
Frisco  Publishing  Group,  Ltd., 
when -the  firm,  whose  partners 
include  Warren  Hinckle,  Herb 
Caen  .assistant  Jesse  Hamlin  and 
Chronicle  critic  Thomas  Albright, 
officially  completed  the  purchase 
of  Boulevards  from  former  owner 
Kevin  Jenkins.  (See  Guardian  9 / 
9/81.) 

Goldberg  had  put  together  the 
deal,  he  told  us  in  early  Septem¬ 
ber,  because  Jenkins  had  “lost  in¬ 
terest"  in  the  trendy  pseudo-punk 
monthly. 

On  Sept.  24th,  just  six  days 
after  the  deal  he  engineered  went 
through,  Goldberg  was  out  as 
the  magazine's  managing  editor. 

“As  far  as  I  know,  the  decision 
came  after  the  magazine  was 
bought,"  Goldberg  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian.  “I  didn’t  know  that  was  going 
to  happen  before  the  deal  was 
finished." 

Prior  to  the  sale  of  the  maga¬ 
zine,  Goldberg  had  said  he  would 
continue  as  its  managing  editor. 
That  was  my  understanding  then," 
he  told  the  Guardian. 

That’s  as  far  as  Goldberg  went. 
“I  really  don’t  want  to  talk  about 
it  anymore,”  he  declared,  adding 
that  he  would. continue  to  do  work 
at  Boulevards  as  “a  contributing 
editor." 

boulevards  purchasers  didn’t 
want  to  talk  much  about  it  either, 
"The  magazine  is  going  through 
some  changes,"  Hamlin  told  the 


DEA-FBI  MERGER  . 
IMMINENT 

The  late  word  from  Daniel  Ad- 
dario,  longtime  chief  of  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration's 
(DEA)  San  Francisco  district  of¬ 
fice,  is  that  the  merger  of  the  fed¬ 
eral  drug  agency  with  the  FBI  is 
imminent.  “We  expected  an  an¬ 
nouncement  to  that  effect  in  Oc¬ 
tober,”  Addario  told  the  Guardi¬ 
an.  ’The  next  few  weeks  will  tell 
the  story.  ” 

The  first  indications  that  the 
DEA  might  be  absorbed  by  the 
FBI  came  last  June  when  agency 
administrator  Peter  Bensinger  was 
forced  to  resign  under  pressure 
from  the  Reagan  administration, 
which  accused  him  of  “freelanc¬ 
ing”  appeals  to  Congress  for  in¬ 
creased  funding.  Bensinger,  an  as- 
tuty  bureaucrat  who  had  survived 
both  the  Ford  and  Carter  turn¬ 
overs,  was  replaced  by  the  FBI's 
chief  criminal  investigator,  Fran¬ 
cis  “Bud"  Mullen.  Mullen,  who  re¬ 
mains  as  one  of  the  FBI’s  three  ex¬ 
ecutive  directors,  maintains  his 
DEA  post  on  an  interim  basis. 
Bensinger  continues  to  fimction  as 
one  of  the  eight- member  merger 
team. 

Associate  Attorney  General 
Rudolph  Giuliani,  generally  re¬ 
garded  as  the  architect  of  the  mer¬ 
ger  plan,  has  characterized  the 
FBI-DEA  amalgam  as  comparable 
to  “a  corporate  acquisition,”  under 
which  the  drug  agency  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  operate  as  “a  semi-auton¬ 
omous  subsidiary”  of  the  FBI.  In  a 
late  October  appearance  before  the 
Senate  Subcommittee  on  Criminal 
Law,  Giuliani  offered  a  preview 
of  plans  for  the  assignment  of  FBI 
personnel  to  the  DEA  "on  a  pri¬ 
ority  basis."  The  administration, 
Giuliani  testified,  views  an  in¬ 
creased  FBI  role  in  drug-related 


Guardian.  “They’ll  take  form  as 
we  go  along.  Let’s  just  leave  it  at 
that.  W  e’ve  been  sworn  to  se¬ 
crecy.  ” 

Hinckle,  when  asked  by  this  re¬ 
porter.  played  it  just  as  cagv  as 
Hamlin.  “I  really  don’t  want  to 
talk  about  it,"  he  said.  “You’ll  just 
have  to  wait  until  the  next  issue." 

That’s  as  far  as  Hinckle  went. 
It  wasn’t  until  later,  when  we  ran 
into  one  of  the  secret  partners  in 
the  deal,  that  we  got  a  better  pic¬ 
ture  of  what’s  going  on.  According 
to  the  partner,  18  individuals  chip¬ 
ped  in  $2,000  each  to  purchase  the 
magazine.  Among  the  18  are: 
Dugald  Stermer,  a  former  graphic 
artist  at  Ramparts,  where  he  work¬ 
ed  with  the  freewheeling  Hinckle; 
Nino  Tossi.  formerly  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  magazine,  who  is  acting  as 
managing  editor;  well-known  free¬ 
lance  writer  Eve  Pell;  Pamela 
Brunger,  editor  of  the  Examiner's 
Scene/ Arts  section;  Barbara  Cody, 
an  L  A.  talk  show  host;  and  Bar¬ 
bara  Lohwasser,  publicist  for  the 
Magic  Theater  and  wife  of  Sheriff 
Mike  Hennessey. 

And  the  magazine  is  going  to 
change  names  as  soon  as  the  No¬ 
vember  issue  comes  out.  It  will  be 
called  Frisc  o.  No  joke. 

What  will  the  contents  ofr  the 
magazine  be  like?  Well,  Hinckle 
gave  us  the  best  idea  of  that  when 
he  told  us,  "It’ll  still  be  punk. 
But  it’s  going  to  be  a  lot  more 
political.  Wait  till  the  November 
issue.  It’ll  open  your  eyes.” 

Thanks,  Warren.  Glad  to  hear 
Frisco  won’t  just  be  another  liberal 
shopper. 


investigations  as  a  cornerstone  of 
its  crusade  against  violent  street 
crime. 

Ironically,  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  the 
Bureau’s  guiding  spirit  for  five  deo 
ades,  went  on  record  frequently 
in  opposition  to  FBI  participation 
in  trafficking  investigations,  fear¬ 
ing  that  association  with  drug 
dealers  woidd  corrupt  the  agency’s 
pristine  image. 

>  Addario,  a  veteran  of  28  years 
with  the  DEA,  admits  that  the  re¬ 
shuffling  of  the  agency  could  fur¬ 
ther  strain  relations  between  local 
offices  and  Washington  head¬ 
quarters.  Under  the  Giuliani  blue¬ 
print,  regional  offices  in  New  York, 
Chicago,  Miami,  Dallas  and  Los 
Angeles  would  be  abolished  and 
the  113  district  offices  would  be 
made  directly  responsible  to  Wash¬ 
ington.  Federal  drug  agencies  have 
traditionally  operated  on  a  de¬ 
centralized  basis  with  major  deci¬ 
sion-making  powers  resting  in  the 
field. 

Moreover,  shifting  of  street 
agents,  administrators  and  civil 
service  personnel  could  further  de¬ 
moralize  an  agency  already  beset 
by  charges  of  ineffectiveness,  cor¬ 
ruption  and  discrimination  against 
Third  World  and  women  employ¬ 
ees.  According  to  former  agency 
operatives,  wholesale  transfer  of 
agents  and  furloughing  of  long¬ 
time  staff  have  already  begun.  San 
Francisco  attorney  Michael  Step- 
anian  reports  that  several  local 
ex-agents  are  now  employed  as 
private  investigators  and  industrial 
security  “experts."  ’They  left  be¬ 
fore  they  were  forced  out,”  re¬ 
ports  Stepanian,  whose  legal 
dealings  with  the  agency  are  leg¬ 
endary.  Addario  himself  concedes 
he  will  soon  resign  from  the  DEA 
rather  than  submit  to  reassign¬ 
ment  to  its  New  York  offices. 

On  Oct.  29th,  DEA  public  in¬ 


formation  officer  Robert  Feldkamp 
announced  that  the  jobs  of  211 
agents  (out  of  a  total  of  1,900) 
would  be  permanently  eliminated 
and  that  highly  prized  “buy” 
money  for  informants  and  drugs 
would  be  drastically  slashed  in 
fiscal  1982. 

Observers  of  the  federal  drug 
enforcement  scene  agree  that,  his¬ 
torically,  reorganization  of  govern¬ 
ment  efforts  to  curtail  the  drug 
trade  have  always  led  to  increased 
trafficking.  The  most  recent  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  paradox  occurred  in 

1974  when  the  former  Bureau  of 
Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs 
(BNDD)  was  dissolved  into  the 
DEA.  Bickering  between  merged 
elements  virtually  paralyzed  en¬ 
forcement  efforts  during  the  mid- 
Seventies.

THE  FIGHT  OVER 
MARIN’S  BIG  BUCKS 

While  local  governments  all  over 
California  are  starting  to  reel  from 
the  combined  effect  of  Prop.  13 
and  federal  spending  cuts,  Marin 
County— already  one  of  the  nation's 
wealthiest  counties— finds  itself 
sitting  on  top  of  millions  of  dollars. 

This  unexpected  situation  has 
occurred  not  as  a  result  of  prudent 
public  spending  policies,  but  be¬ 
cause  ol  the  phenomenal  growth 
of  a  private  bequest  by  Marin 
County  resident  Beryl  Buck.  The 
Leonard  and  Beryl  Buck  Fund 
has  grown  from  a  respectable  $7- 
million  when  Mrs.  Buck  died  in 

1975  to  a  staggering  $260  million 
today. 

Under  the  terms  of  Mrs.  Buck's 
will,  the  administration  of  the  fund 
passed  to  the  San  Francisco  Foun¬ 
dation  in  1979  with  two  major 
restrictions:  all  the  income  from  the 
fund  must  be  dispersed  each  y  ear, 
and  it  must  go  to  "the  needy  in 
Marin  County.” 

Now  the  formerly  tinv  San 
Francisco  Foundation,  which  is 
currently  the  nation's  largest  com¬ 
munity  foundation  thanks  to  Buck, 
faces  the  task  of  distributing  the 
trust’s  annual  income  of  $20-$25 
million  to  a  county  that  is  famous 
for  its  hot-tub-and-Porsche  lifestyle 
rather  than  its  poverty-stricken 
residents. 

Some  of  the  money  has  gone 
to  charitable  interests,  but  a  numlxT 
of  grants  have  raised  questions 
about  the  recipients’  worthiness 
and  sometimes  become  the  butt  of 
jokes,  such  as  a  recent  grant  of 
$152,430  to  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  San  Aneslmo  “to  en¬ 
large  Leonard  W.  Buck  Memorial 
Organ”  or  $63,000  to  establish  the 
Marin  Arts  Council  with  the  director 
receiving  half  the  grant  as  salary.’ 

But  the  restriction  on  the  Buck 
money  to  Marin  also  angers  a  num- 
Ixt  of  people,  including  attorney 
Boiler t  Gnaizda  of  Public  Advocates 


law  firm  in  San  Francisco,  who 
argues  that  the  wealthiest  counts 
in  the  Bay  Area  cannot  possible 
absorb  the  Bucks'  millions.  For  more 
than  a  year,  Gnaizda  and  a  coali¬ 
tion  ol  more  than  two  dozen  com¬ 
munity  organizations  and  Marin 
County  residents  have  waged  a 
battle  to  free  up  some  of  the  Buck 
Fund  for  the  more  numerous  poor 
in  other  Bay  Area  counties  served 
by  the  San  Francisco  Foundation. 

"We’re  not  seeking  not  to  carry 
out  her  [Buck's]  will.”  Gnaizda 
said.  But  he  added  that  Buck  could 
never  have  foreseen  that  her  trust 
would  grow  to  about  25  times  its 
size  at  the  time  of  her  death.  The 
huge  increase  is  almost  solely  the 
result  of  Shell  Oil's  purchase  in  1979 
ol  the  Bel  ridge  Oil  Go.,  in  which 
the  Bucks  had  an  extensive  invest¬ 
ment,  for  the  vast  sum  of  $3.5 
billion. 

Gnaizda  contends  that  such  a 
“windfall”  could  frustrate  Buck’s 
intent  to  aid  Marin’s  “needs"  by 
eliminating  volunteerism  in  Marin, 
by  discouraging  other  charitable 
contributions,  by  creating  a  “wel¬ 
fare  mentality"  in  the  counts  and 
by  increasing  the  dependence  of 
local  governments  on  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Foundation.  He  is  also  worried 
that  the  San  Francisco  Foundation 
could  become  a  kind  ol  unelected 
"super  government"  in  Marin  that 
"makes  its  own  decisions." 

So  lar,  however,  the  foundation's 
officers  have  opposed  Gnaizda’s 
efforts.  “We  h  ave  a  legal  and  moral 
obligation  to  fulfill  the  obligation 
of  the  will,”  attorney  Robert  C. 
Harris,  chair  of  the  foundation’s 
distribution  committee,  told  the 
Guardian. 

But  Gnaizda  now  has  a  proposal 
he  says  would  enable  the  foundation 
to  make  up  to  $25  million  a  sear 
available  to  the  rest  of  the  Bas 
Area. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Foundation’s  director  Martin 
Pales.  Gnaizda  and  Rev.  Cecil 
Williams  of  San  Francisco's  Clide 
Memorial  Church  said  the  founda¬ 
tion  could  double  the  Buck  Fund’s 
current  8%  return  by  investing  it  in 
long-term  corporate  bonds  that 
yield  about  1791  - 19%  .  Such  a  move 
they  said,  would  increase  the  fund’s 
annual  income  from  approximately 
$25  million  up  to  $50  million. 

"Such  a  sound  and  farsighted 
policy  would  guarantee  the  present 
dollar  amount  for  distribution  ex¬ 
clusively  in  Marin  and  a  compar¬ 
able  amount  for  the  remainder  of 
the  Bay  Area  served  by  the  founda¬ 
tion,"  Gnaizda  and  Williams  main¬ 
tained. 


The'  foundation's  investment 
policy,  they  said,  is  in  conflict 
svith  a  December  1980  Marin 
County  Superior  Court  order  that 
found  that  “if  a  condition  of  char¬ 
itable  saturation  in  Marin  County 
were  to  lx'  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
ol  the  court,"  the  court  could 
“modify  the  terms  of  the  Buck 
Trust  to  lulls  carrv  out"  Mrs. 
Buck  s  intent. 

The  order  also  calls  for  an  annual 
hearing  at  which  the  Sail  Francisco 
Foundation  must  report  on  the 
Buck  Fund’s  impact  on  Marin,  and 
on  both  its  residents  and  people  out¬ 
side  the  county.  The  first  such  hear¬ 
ing  is  expected  to  take  place  some¬ 
time  in  Nos  ember. 

San  Francisco  Foundation  offi¬ 
cers.  however,  have  taken  a  dim 
view  ol  Gnaizda  s  proposal.  A  San 
Francisco  Foundation  bank  trust 
officer  and  Wells  Fargo  Bank  Vice- 
President,  Lane  Brennan,  said 
Gnaizda's  proposal  “is  easy  to  sas . 
but  not  the  way  a  fiduciary  manager 
would  view  an  account  of  this  size." 

Brennan,  whose  bank,  along  with 
San  Francisco  attorney  John  Eliot 
Cook,  holds  joint  responsibility  for 
investing  the  Buck  Fund,  contended 
that  a  longer  term  viesv  and  the 
uncertainty  ol  the  economy  "calls 
lor  not  putting  all  your  eggs  into 
one  basket."  He  maintained  that  in¬ 
vesting  in  longterm  bonds  could  be 
risky  because  there  is  no  wav  to 
predict  what  toll  inflation  would 
take  on  the  bonds  when  tliev  were 
redeemed. 

Brennan  added  that  the  Buck 
Fund's  portfolio,  which  is  about 
equally  divided  between  stocks 
andbonds.  is  "designed  to  produce 
a  higher  level  of  return  that  is  re¬ 
flective  of  the  strength  of  the  econ¬ 
omy.  although  this  is  not  to  sav 
that  we’ll  not  do  some  changes.” 

Harris  said  the  foundation  could 
not  carry  out  Gnaizda’s  proposal, 
even  if  it  wanted  to,  because  “the 
foundation  has  nothing  to  do  with 
investment,"  although  he  added 
there  is  an  investment  committee 
that  confers  with  the  Buck  Fund’s 
financial  trustees. 

Harris  also  maintained  that  the 
San  Francisco  Foundation  has  had 
no  problem  dispersing  the  more 
than  $30  million  it  received  from 
the  fund  through  June,  and  sees  no 
difficulty  distributing  the  $20-$ 2. 5 
million  annual  income  within  Marin 
“in  the  foreseeable  future." 

But  not  everyone,  even  in  Marin. 

I  eels  that  all  the  private  monev 
pouring  into  Marin  is  beneficial. 

Gordon  Sherman,  a  Bav  Area 
philanthropist  and  Marin  resident,

criticized  the  managers  of  the 
Buck  Fund  for  investing  it  as 
though  it  were  “a  private  port¬ 
folio." 

Sherman,  the  founder  of 
Midas  Mufflers,  argued  that 
Marin  cannot  possibly  absorb 
even  the  amount  of  monev 
that  the  Buck  Fund  currently 
produces,  and  that  bv  follow¬ 
ing  the  conservative  invest¬ 
ment  police,  the  investors  are 
“onl\  compounding  a  prob¬ 
lem"  that  is  sure  to  become 
worse  as  time  goes  on. 

‘They  [the  San  Francisco 
Foundation  directors]  don't 
want  to  rock  the  boat.  It  s  the 
tyranny  ol  conventional 
thinking.  It's  a  marvelous 
summary  of  the  folly  of  the 
whole  thing.  “Sherman  said.

BERKELEY  FLEA 
MARKET  STILL  IN 
LIMBO;  PROTESTS 
CONTINUE 

As  demonstrations  enter 
their  fifth  week,  supporters 
of  the  Berkelcv  Flea  Market 
continue  turning  out  in 


groups  of  SO  or  more  on  week¬ 
ends  to  peacefully  protest  the 
refusal  of  BART  officials  to 
renew  the  lease  to  vendors. 

"The  Berkeley  Flea  Market 
is  still  open.”  Jerry,  a  flea 
market  vendor,  told  the 
Guardian  last  weekend,  de¬ 
spite  the  fact  the  market's 
lease  expired  Oct.  1st.  Mo¬ 
ments  later.  BART  police 
served  him  with  a  citation 
for  trespassing  on  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  at  the  Ashby  BART 
Station,  where  the  flea  mar¬ 
ket  has  been  held  every  Sat¬ 
urday  and  Sunday. 

As  Christmas  nears  and  the 
peak  selling  season  begins, 
flea  market  supporters  com¬ 
mitted  to  obtaining  a  new 
lease  from  BART  insist  the 
Ilea  market  will  go  on.  with 
or  without  the  official  sanc¬ 
tion  of  BART.  “It  will  take 
more  than  a  few  police  offi¬ 
cers  to  shut  us  down,"  ob¬ 
served  Jerrv  as  he  defiantly 
pinned  the  yellow  citation  to 
his  shirt  while  standing  in 
front  of  some  knick-knacks 
for  side.

Jerry  is  only  one  of  tin* 
more  than  200  protesters 
who  have  been  handed  cita¬ 
tions  since  the  BA  HI'  Board 
ol  Directors  refused  to  renew 
the  Ilea  market  lease.  An¬ 
other  recently  arrested  was 
Council  member  Florence 
McDonald,  who  along  with 
other  members  of  the  Berk¬ 
eley  City  Council  voted  in 
favor  of  the  lease  renewal. 

“What  is  most  outrageous," 
McDonald  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian,  "is  that  after  five  years 
ol  the  flea  market  doing  bus¬ 
iness  with  BAHT,  the  direc¬ 
tors  voted  down  a  motion  to 
extend  the  lease'  to  December 
31  —  a  date  that  makes  more 
sense  because  the  most  im¬ 
portant  business  is  between 
now  and  Christmas."  She  ad¬ 
ded  that  many  of  the  200 
vendors  depend  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  lor  their  livelihood  and 
that  they  provide  a  benefi¬ 
cial  service  to  the  surround¬ 
ing  community.  “I  don’t  see 
why  BAHT  can’t  extend  the 
least*  for- another  year." 

BAHT  directors  voted  in 
June  to  end  the  lease,  accord¬ 
ing  to  BAHT  spokesman 
Mike  Heal\ ,  after  their  staff 
reported  the  transit  district 
was  losing  money  on  the  lease 
arrangement.  He  noted  that 
$15,000  was  spent  in  main¬ 
tenance  and  police  supervi¬ 
sion  during  the  six  months 
Ix'ginning  in  November  1980, 
while  the  flea  market  was 
paying  only  $100  in  monthly 
lees.  At  the  time  of  the  June 
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vote,  the  BAHT'  Directors 
voted  to  extend  the  lease  only 
through  Oct.  1st,  at  an  in¬ 
creased  monthly  fee  of  $550. 

Attorney  Donald  Jelinck, 
representing  the  flea  market, 
claims  "BAHT  never  consult¬ 
ed  the  vendors  about  these 
expenses.”  He  contends  the 
vendors  are  prepared  to  pay 
all  expenses  incurred  In  the 
flea  market.  II  the  market 
were  to  operate*  in  the  future, 
BAHT  Director  of  Adminis¬ 
trative  Services  Ernest  How- 
tard  told  the  Guardian,  the 
expenses  ol  two  police*  offi¬ 
cers,  maintenance  and  insur¬ 
ance  would  be  $1,845  per 
weekend.  Howard  maintains 
the  flea  market  has  “never 
officially  offered  to  pay  all 
the  expenses.  ” 

In  the*  meantime,  BAHT 
has  been  stationing  as  many 
as  12  police  officers  at  the 
Ashby  Station  to  cite  protes¬ 
ters  and  has  closed  off  the 
parking  lot  for  public  use  on 
weekends. 

The  vendors  maintain  that 
two  of  the  nine  BAHT  direc¬ 
tors,  Margaret  Pryor  (Oak¬ 
land/Alameda)  and  Wilford 
Ussery  ( SF/Bcrkcley/Oak- 
land),  art*  supportive  of  re¬ 
newing  the*  lease*,  but  other 
directors  who  appeared  at 
one*  time  sympathetic  are  now 
against  reconsideration  since 
the  demonstrations  began. 
"The  issue  is  over,”  insisted 
Director  Art  Shartsis,  in 
whose*  district  the  flea, mar¬ 
ket  has  been  operating.  Since 
the  protesters  have  trespassed 
onto  the  BAHT  parking  lot. 
Shartsis  said,  renewing  the 
lease  no  longer  “has  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  the  money1.”

"I  still  have  mixed  feelings, 
but  I’m  more  negative  since 
October  1st,’’  confided  Direc¬ 
tor  John  kirkw(xxl,  who  said 
representatives  of  the  flea 
market  have  been  "imma¬ 
ture,  emotional  and  poor 
politicians."  And  Director 
Holx*rt  Allen  declared,  “Since 
the  vendors  have  decided  to 
remain.  I’ve  decided  not  to 
support  them  —  it’s  now  a 
matter  of  principle."  He 
pointed  out  that  a  request  has 
been  submitted  to  BAHT  for 
a  flea  market  at  the  Coliseum 
Station.  The  directors,  Allen 
said,  “can’t  say  no  to  every  ¬ 
one  except  Berkeley .’’  He 
personally  doesn’t  “want  to 
set*  flea  markets  encumber¬ 
ing  the  parking  lots." 

According  to  BAHT  plan¬ 
ner  Al  Lee,  the  parking  lot 
at  the  Ashby  Station  has  560 
parking  spaces  and  w  hile  over 
400  cars  park  there  on  week¬ 
days,  there  is  no  official  count 
for  weekends,  though  he  con¬ 
cedes  the  count  is  probably 
much  lower. 

Meanwhile,  BAHT  direc¬ 
tors  say  they  w  ant  to  expend 
their  energy  on  "matters  of 
transit  and  other  areas,"  and 
recently  voted  support  for  an 
$80,000  stud)  to  determine 
development  possibilities  for 
BAHT  properties.  According 
to  planning  supervisor  Bar¬ 
bara  Neustadter,  the  stud) 
will  evaluate  "information 
on  the  market  value  and  de¬ 
velopment  options  of  stations 
lo  be  selected  for  further  con¬ 
sideration.’’  If  the*  Ashby  Sta¬ 
tion  is  selected,  she  observed, 
the  city  of  Berkeley  will  pro¬ 
bably  exercise  its  jurisdic¬ 
tional  influence  over  the  kind 


of  development  to  take  place. 
Other  BAHT  sources  suggest 
that  any  initiative  for  devel¬ 
opment  at  the  Ashby  Station 
would  have  to  come  from 
the  city. 

Even  if  BAHT  and  Berke¬ 
ley  agree  on  a  development 
for  Ashbv  Station,  such  a 
project  is  at  least  several  years 
away  and  supporters  of  the 
flea  market  question  why  the 
business  can’t  continue  un¬ 
til  then.  The  protesters  threat¬ 
en  to  continue  their  demon¬ 
strations  until  the  BAHT  di¬ 
rectors  agree  to  reconsider 
the  lease*  and,  according  to 
Jelinck,  more  than  20  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  received  cita¬ 
tions  will  be  asking  for  jury 
trials.  "It’s  a  question  of  eco¬ 
nomic  necessity  for  these  ven¬ 
dors  who  art'  working  class 
ixople  supporting  sometimes 
two  or  three  people  on  their 
income,”  noted  Jelinck. 
They  really  have  little  alter¬ 
native  but  to  remain." 

The  Berkeley  School  Dis¬ 
trict  has  now  entered  the  flea 
market  battle  by  offering  the 
vendors  an  alternative  loca¬ 
tion  for  the  flea  market.  The 
district  has  offered  the  ven¬ 
dors  the  use  of  Franklin 
School,  located  at  Virginia 
and  San  Pablo,  for  their 
weekend  sales.  The  school 
will  he  available  for  use  as  a 
flea  market  in  three  weeks. 

McDonald  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian  that  in  the  interim.  Hep. 
Tom  Bates  (D-Oakl./Berk.) 
will  ask  BAHT  Director  Shart¬ 
sis  to  allow  the  Ashby  Station 
flea  market  to  continue  to 
operate*  until  the  new  site  is 
available.

Meetings  of  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  are  al¬ 
ways  good  for  at  least  one  or 
two  laughs.  But  the  meeting  of 
Oct.  26th  provoked  more  than 
its  share  of  laughter  from  the  crowd. 

The  reason:  the  Board,  meeting  in  a  joint  session 
with  the  city’s  Redevelopment  Agency,  was  voting  on 
whether  or  not  to  approve  a  supplement  to  the  En¬ 
vironmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  for  the  Yerba  Buena 
Center,  and  several  supervisors  made  it  clear  they  had 
no  idea  what  they  were  voting  on. 

That’s  too  bad.  For  in  the  end,  the  Board’s  action 
was  no  laughing  matter.  During  that  meeting,  in  a  7-2 
vote,  the  Supervisors  approved  the  EIR  Supplement  (vot¬ 
ing  yes  were  Sups.  Lee  Dolson,  Willie  Kennedy,  John 
Molinari,  Wendy  Nelder,  Louise  Renne,  Carol  Ruth  Sil¬ 
ver  and  Doris  Ward;  voting  no  were  Sups.  Quentin  Kopp 
and  Nancy  Walker;  absent  for  the  vote  were  Sups.  Harry 
Britt  and  Richard  Hongisto).  In  so  doing,  they  may  have 
forever  relinquished  their  power  as  the  city’s  elected  leg¬ 
islators  to  shape  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  to  best  meet  the 
city’s  needs. 

The  Supervisors,  moreover,  approved  a  set  of  docu¬ 
ments  that  some  members  of  the  Board  had  received 
only  three  days  earlier  and  that  at  least  one  of  them 
had  not  read  in  its  entirety  by  the  time  of  the  vote. 
During  the  meeting,  Supervisor  Nancy  Walker  com¬ 
plained  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  that  she  had  not 
had  sufficient  time  to  study  the  document  to  her  satis¬ 
faction.  And  Board  President  John  Molinari  admitted  he 
had  not  read  the  1 63-page  document  from  cover  to  cover. 
Molinari  was  greeted  with  laughter  from  the  audience 
as  he  jokingly  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  David 
Kroopnick  whether  he  should  abstain  from  voting  for 
that  reason.  He  was  told  he  had  no  choice  but  to  vote, 
but  he  did  have  the  option  of  voting  no.  Molinari 
voted  yes. 

Speaker  after  speaker — from,  among  other  groups, 
the  South  of  Market  Alliance,  the  Central  Cities  Econom¬ 
ic  Opportunity  Council,  the  public  interest  group  Consu¬ 
mer  Action  and  San  Francisco  Tomorrow  —  urged  the 
Supervisors  not  to  approve  the  Environmental  Impact 
Report.  But  the  Board  capitulated  to  the  strong  lobbying 
of  Redevelopment  Agency  Executive  Director  Wilbur 
Hamilton,  Deputy  Executive  Director  Redmond  Kernan 
and  other  agency  officials  on  hand  and  approved  the 
supplement. 

The  joint  meeting  was  called  specifically  to  approve 
a  supplement  to  the  final  EIR  for  the  Yerba  Buena 
Center,  which  had  been  approved  and  certified  by  the 
Board  in  April  1978.  That  EIR  took  into  account  only 
four  possible  scenarios  for  the  development  of  the 
three-square-block  area  that  lies  smack  in  the  middle 
of  some  of  the  choicest  San  Francisco  real  estate.  The 
specific  project  that  has  been  proposed  by  Olympia  and 
York  (O  &  Y),  the  Canadian  development  corporation 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  hand-picked  to  develop  Yer¬ 
ba  Buena,  is  significantly  different  from  any  of  the  four 
alternatives  presentedjn  the  original  EIR. 

So  the  task  at  hand  for  the  Supervisors  was  to  de¬ 
termine  whether  the  supplement  adequately  details 
the  impacts  of  increasing  the  size  of  one  of  the  proj¬ 
ect’s  three  central  blocks.  Such  a  statement  of  environ¬ 
mental  impact  is  required  by  California  law.  Passage 
of  the  EIR  Supplement  frees  the  Agency  to  enter  the 
final  phase  of  the  development  bf  YBC. 

The  majority  of  supervisors  decided  the  document 
did  what  it  vyas  supposed  to.  The  majority,  however, 
was  wrong.  The  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the 
Yerba  Buena  Center  and  the  recent  supplement  are 
seriously  deficient  in  at  least  four  areas: 

•The  EIR  contains  no  analysis  of  the  cumulative 
impact  of  Yerba  Buena  and  all  other  projects  propos¬ 
ed  for  the  South  of  Market  area. 

•The  EIR  does  not  sufficiently  examine  the  eco¬ 
nomic  impact  of  the  retail  specialty  floor  space  pro¬ 
posed  by  O  &  Y. 

•The  report  does  not  adequately  address  the  im¬ 
pact  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  will  have  on  the  demand 
for  housing  in  San  Francisco. 

•The  supplement  approved  by  the  Supervisors  as¬ 
sumes  that  property  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
does  not  own —  and  may  never  own —  is  part  of  the  de¬ 
velopable  project  area. 


CUMULATIVE  IMPACT 

Perhaps  the  most  gaping  omission  in  the  Environ¬ 
mental  Impact  Report  approved  by  the  Supervisors  is 
the  total  failure  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  to  assess  the  impact  of  the 
Yerba  Buena  Center  in  conjunction  with  future  projects 
known  to  be  planned  for  the  area.  Yerba  Buena  will 
not  be  built  in  a  vacuum. 

Already  there  are  eight  highrise  office  towers  under 
construction  in  the  South  of  Market  area.  Together 
they  will  contain  more  than  three  million  square  feet 
of  office  space.  Six  more  highrises  totalling  nearly  1.2 
million  square  feet  of  additional  office  space  have  been 
approved  for  the  same  area  but  are  not  yet  under  con¬ 
struction.  There  are  currently  18  projects  in  the  city 
Planning  Department’s  permit  process —  highrises  that 
will  add  nearly  six  million  more  square  feet  of  office 
space.  In  total,  nearly  12  million  square  feet  of  office 
space  is  planned  for  South  of  Market.  To  that  must  be 
added  Southern  Pacific’s  plan  to  develop  the  Third 
Street  corridor,  a  mixed-use  project  more  grandiose 
even  than  YBC.  The  SP  plan  alone,  located  a  scant  four 
blocks  from  YBC,  will  add  eight  million  square  feet  of 
office  space. 


As  of  April  1981,  the  total  office  space  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  added  up  to  a  staggering  43.3  million  square  feet. 
More  than  37%  of  that  total  is  located  in  the  Financial 
District.  Another  28%  is  in  the  South  of  Market  area.  If 
all  the  projects  planned  for  South  of  Market  alone  are  ap¬ 
proved  —  and  the  City  Planning  Department,  which 
makes  those  types  of  decisions,  isn’t  known  for  turning 
down  highrise  applications  —  that  would  mean  an  in¬ 
crease  of  47  %  in  the  total  office  space  in  San  Francisco 
and  a  167%  increase  in  the  South  of  Market  area. 

In  this  context,  what  will  be  the  effects,  both  en¬ 
vironmental  and  economic,  of  the  Yerba  Buena  Cen¬ 
ter?  These  questions  are  not  addressed  in  the  Environ¬ 
mental  Impact  Report  the  supervisors  approved  for 
YBC.  In  effect,  the  Supervisors  approved  a  massive  de¬ 
velopment  as  though  it  were  to  be  located  in  the  Mo¬ 
jave  Desert  instead  of  in  downtown  San  Francisco: 
Despite  the  fact  that  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  of  1 970  (CEQA)  requires  that  the  cumulative 
impact  of  all  planned  developments  must  be  taken  into 
account  when  performing  an  environmental  impact 
analysis,  no  such  analysis  is  provided  in  the  EIR  for 
the  Yerba  Buena  Center.  What  effect  will  South  of 
Market  developments  ( both  approved  and  in  the  plan¬ 
ning  process)  have  on  traffic  in  the  area?  On  the  roads 
and  bridges  leading  into  the  area?  On  Muni?  Air  pol¬ 
lution?  Fire  and  police  services?  Utility  uses?  Housing 
demand?  All  these  should  be  addressed  in  the  EIR. 
None  of  them  are. 

SPECIALTY  RETAIL 

According  to  the  EIR  Supplement  approved  by  the 
Supervisors,  Central  Block  1  of  YBC  will  contain 
80,000  square  feet  of  space  allocated  for  specialty  re¬ 
tail  uses — that  is,  for  small  specialized  stores  of  the 
kind  San  Francisco  shoppers  have  grown  familiar  with 
in  the  Embarcadero  complex  and  in  the  Cannery, 
Ghirardelli  Square  and  Pier  39.  The  80,000  square  foot 
figure,  though,  does  not  represent  anything  like  the 
total  magnitude  of  the  commercial  development  at 
YBC. 

Olympia  and  York’s  Jim  Augustino  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian  the  entire  YBC  project  will  contain  “only”  220,000 
square  feet  of  specialty  retail  space.  What  Augustino 
fails  to  include  in  his  estimate  is  another  180,000  square 
feet  allocated  for  a  department  store  and  yet  another 
50,000  square  feet  of  space  for  retail  stores  in  the  proj¬ 
ect’s  proposed  two  hotels  as  well.  The  Yerba  Buena 
Center,  as  approved  by  the  Supervisors,  will  thus  con¬ 
tain  a  minimum  of  450,000  square  feet  of  retail  space. 

That’s  space  large  enough  to  hold  all  the  retail  space 
currently  available  in  the  four  buildings  of  the  Embarca¬ 
dero  Center  plus  all  of  Ghirardelli  Square.  YBC’s  retail 


space  will  be  substantially  larger  than  Pier  39’s;  in  fact, 
fully  five  Cannerys  could  fit  in  YBC. 

Nowhere  in  the  EIR  approved  for  the  project — or 
anywhere  else,  for  that  matter — is  there  an  analysis 
of  the  economic  effects  of  this  magnitude  of  retail  de¬ 
velopment. 

During  the  Supervisors’  Oct.  26th  meeting,  Christo¬ 
pher  Martin,  manager  of  the  Cannery  and  a  member 
of  the  Fisherman’s  Wharf  Merchants’  Association, 
urged  the  board  to  conduct  a  market  study  to  deter¬ 
mine  how  a  project  of  this  magnitude  might  affect 
specialty  retail  stores  throughout  the  rest  of  the  city. 
Martin  says  he  fears  a  glutted  market  that  will  be  bad 
for  all  city  merchants,  but  he  clearly  has  the  tourist- 
oriented  areas  in  mind.  As  an  example,  Martin  points 
out  the  negative  impact  W arren  Simmons’s  Pier  39  de¬ 
velopment  had  on  business  at  the  Cannery.  “Business 
is  down  and  visitors  are  down,”  Martin  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian,  adding  that  tourism  in  San  Francisco  has  been  de¬ 
clining  since  1977. 

HOUSING 

Another  impact  of  the  project  overlooked  in  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  is  the  effect  a  complet¬ 


ed  YBC  will  have  on  the  housing  market  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  elsewhere  in  the  Bay  Area,  both  by  itself 
and  in  conjunction  with  other  planned  developments. 
According  to  the  EIR  Supplement,  “The  new  mixed 
use  proposal  for  Central  Block  1  would  provide  about 
4, 000  jobs:  approximately  60%  would  be  office  work¬ 
ers  and  40%  would  be  hotel  workers.”  The  project 
would  indirectly  generate  an  additional  5,600  jobs. 

Where  will  these  employees  live?  How  will  this  ad¬ 
ditional  work  force  affect  local  housing  demand  and 
therefore  housing  prices?  The  EIR  does  not  say. 

An  addendum  to  the  EIR  does  say  that  O  &  Y’s  plan 
to  build  up  to  500  “market-rate"  condominiums  atop 
an  underground  parking  garage  on  Third  Street  be¬ 
tween  Howard  and  Folsom  will  "assist  in  providing  a 
ready  supply  of  new  available  housing  in  close  proxim¬ 
ity  to  the  office  development  occurring  within  YBC, 
enabling  office  workersto  live  nearby  their  jobs.” 

Using  methodologies  and  data  developed  in  other 
studies  of  the  impacts  of  local  development,  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  for  the  number  of  dwell¬ 
ing  units  that  will  be  required  to  house  the  projected 
YBC  workforce.  According  to  the  1979  Downtown 
San  Francisco  Conservation  and  Development  Plan¬ 
ning  Program,  commonly  known  as  the  Sedway-Cooke 
Report  after  the  study’s  authors,  there  are  an  average 
of  1.8  employed  workers  in  each  downtown  residence. 
YBC’s  9,600  direct  and  indirect  employees,  if  they  all 
chose  to  live  in  or  near  the  downtown  area,  would  re¬ 
quire  5,333  living  units— houses,  apartments  or  condo¬ 
miniums. 

Not  all  those  employees,  though,  will  choose  to 
live  in  San  Francisco.  The  city  Planning  Department, 
in  its  environmental  impact  review  late  last  year  of  the 
Five  Fremont  Center  development,  concluded  that 
39%  of  the  employees  filling  the  new  jobs  would  live 
in  the  city.  Using  that  same  figure,  the  Yerba  Buena 
Center  can  be  expected  to  generate  a  demand  for 
2,080  new  households  in  San  Francisco  alone.  Even 
assuming  all  500  of  the  YBC  condos  will  be  occupied 
by  people  who  work  there,  the  project  will  generate  a 
net  demand  for  1,580  new  households. 

In  comparison,  city  Planning  Department  statistics 
indicate  the  city’s  housing  supply  increased  by  only 
852  dwellings  in  1980. 

The  EIR’s  insistence  to  the  contrary  notwithstand¬ 
ing,  it  isn’t  too  likely  the  typical  downtown  office 
worker  will  be  able  to  afford  one  of  O  &  Y’s  condos. 
Augustino  told  the  Guardian  that  the  developer  will 
try  to  get  “what  the  market  will  bear”  for  the  units.  In 
the  opinion  of  local  architect  and  former  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Agency  staff  planner  Richard  Gryziec,  “what  the 
market  will  bear”  will  turn  out  to  be  high-class  luxury

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condos,  affordable  only  by  corporate  executives.  “The 
going  rate  for  a  two-bedroom  condo  in  that  part  of 
town  is  $200,000,”  Gryziec  told  the  Guardian.  “You 
have  to  make  at  least  $67,000  [per  year]  to  be  able  to 
afford  that.” 

THE  GSA  SITE 

Here’s  one  to  boggle  the  mind.  When  the  Super¬ 
visors  approved  the  E1R  for  YBC,  they  approved  a 
document  that  assumes  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
will  sell  a  portion  of  land  it  doesn’t  even  own.  The 
EIR  assumes  that  the  site  of  the  federal  General  Serv¬ 
ices  Administration  (GSA)  1 1-floor  nearly  vacant  of¬ 
fice  building  will  go  to  O  &  Y,  which  will  demolish 
the  structure  and  replace  it  with  a  1,500- room  Mar¬ 
riott  Hotel.  O  &  Y’s  Augustino  told  the  Guardian 
that  without  the  GSA  site,  the  deal  is  off  and  “there 
will  not  be  a  project.” 

A  spokesperson  for  the  GSA  told  the  Guardian  the 
GSA  has  had  “on-and-off  discussions  with  the  agency, 
but  they’ve  been  more  off  than  on.  We  have  no  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  agency  for  that  property.  ” 

Consumer  Action  attorney  Sue  Hestor  claims  the 
Supervisors’  action  gives  the  Redevelopment  Agency  a 
“blank  check”  with  which  to  purchase  the  site.  The 
agency  is  in  a  highly  vulnerable  bargaining  situation 
because,  as  Augustino  points  out,  the  site  is  crucial  to 
O  &  Y.  How  much  of  the  taxpayers’  money  is  the 
agency  willing  to  give  up  to  acquire  the  site?  The 
agency  isn’t  telling.  Meanwhile,  the  GSA  is  consider¬ 
ing  plans  to  develop  the  property  itself  and  has  al¬ 
ready  applied  for  a  permit  to  construct  a  500,000 
square  foot  office  building  on  the  site. 
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The  EIR  Supplement  approved  by  the  Supervisors 
acknowledges  that  the  GSA  building  is  a  historic  San 
Francisco  structure.  It  is,  in  fact,  listed  in  Splendid 
Survivors,  a  book  that  chronicles  the  city’s  historic  of¬ 
fice  structures  and  argues  for  their  preservation.  In  the 
book,  the  GSA  building  was  given  a  “B"  rating,  which  de¬ 
notes  a  structure  of  major  architectural  and  historic 
importance  that  should  be  saved  from  demolition. 

WHAT  IS  TO  BE  DONE? 

Preservationists,  community  activists  and  anti-high- 
rise  forces  now  find  themselves  in  a  familiar  position  in 
opposing  YBC:  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  accountable 
to  no  one  save  the  developers  with  which  it  deals,  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  develop  a  project  that  suits  the  needs  of  just 
about  no  one  save  those  sane  developers.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors,  overworked,  understaffed  and  heavily  lob¬ 
bied,  has  once  again  folded  and  given  the  Agency  blanket 
approval. 

There  are,  however,  some  steps  that  could  be  taken  to 
slow  down,  and  ultimately  reverse,  the  direction  of  YBC 
development.  The  EIR  and  supplement  covering  the  en¬ 
vironmental  impacts  of  the  massive  project  are  woefully 
inadequate.  Certainly,  they  do  not  satisfy  the  require¬ 
ments  of  CEQA,  a  statute  designed  to  protect  Californ¬ 
ians  from  the  negative  impacts  of  development.  Envi¬ 
ronmentalists  have  for  several  months  now  been  promis¬ 
ing  a  lawsuit  that  would  attack  the  inadequacy  of  EIRs 
for  downtown  highrises  (see  Guardian  8/26/81).  Such  a 
lawsuit  pointing  out  the  manifold  inadequacies  of  the 
YBC  EIR  could  force  the  Agency  to  take  more  seriously 
its  requirements  under  the  law. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  have  given  away  too 
much  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  voting  to  approve 
the  YBC  EIR  and  supplement.  The  Board,  however,  does 
haveone  trump  left.  Because  Central  Block  3  of  the  proj¬ 
ect  is  under  the  purview  of  the  city’s  chief  administrative 
officer,  the  supervisors  will  be  required  to  approve  the 


final  land  disposition  agreement  between  the  Agency 
and  O&Y  as  it  pertains  to  the  use  of  the  roof  area  above 
the  city’s  George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center.  The  Su¬ 
pervisors  could  effectively  stop  the  project’s  develop¬ 
ment  by  blocking  approval  of  the  land  disposition 
agreement. 

But  that  would  at  best  be  only  a  delaying  tactic.  The 
history  of  YBC  —  not  to  mention  the  sad  sagas  of  the  Fill¬ 
more  Center  and  Japantown  projects  in  the  Western  Ad¬ 
dition  —  makes  abundantly  clear  that  the  Agency  has  no 
interest  in  being  responsive  to  the  needs,  or  interests,  of 
the  people  of  San  Francisco. 

There  are  those  who  suggest  the  only  way  of  controll¬ 
ing  the  Redevelopment  Agency  is  to  abolish  it.  Other  Bay 
Area  cities,  notably  Berkeley  and  Oakland,  have  elimi¬ 
nated  their  independent  redevelopment  agencies  and  as¬ 
signed  those  reponsibilitiesto  the  respective  city  councils. 
In  San  Francisco,  such  a  move  would  have  the  effect  of 
shifting  control  of  the  redevelopment  process  from  a  set 
of  appointed  commissioners  to  the  elected  supervisors. 

It  might  not  even  be  so  difficult  to  do.  A  charter 
amendment  could  be  presented  to  the  Voters  on  the 
June  1982  ballot  to  assign  the  powers  of  the  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Agency  Board  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  This 
could  be  done  in  one  of  three  ways:  a  majority  of  the 
supervisors  can  vote  to  put  such  an  amendment  on  the 
ballot,  four  supervisors  can  request  that  such  an  amend¬ 
ment  be  placed  before  the  voters  or  petitions  could  be 
circulated  among  the  city’s  registered  voters  to  put  such 
an  amendment  on  the  ballot  as  an  initiative. 

When  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  a  city  agency  that 
has  shown  it  is  not  accountable  to  the  public  in  any  way, 
gets  to  decide  how  t h rye  square  blocks  of  prime  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  property  will  be  used,  the  result  is  the  Yerba  Buena 
monster.  If  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  members  of 
which  we,  after  all,  elect,  had  the  power  of  decision,  the 
outcome  might  be  different.  H 
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Klan  and  white  supremacy 
in  general. 

I  think  a  step  towards  this 
is  the  statewide  Anti- Klan 
Conference  and  demonstra¬ 
tion  being  held  in  SF  Nov.

Wines  For 
Holiday  Drinking

urely  it  was  just  early  fall,  with  the 
fog  newly  cleared  from  the  Golden 
Gate  and  the  grape  harvest  in  full 
swing.  Yet  here  we  are  in  early  Nov¬ 
ember,  with  the  holidays — and  holi¬ 
day  meals — just  around  the  corner.  The  first 
orders  have  already  gone  in  for  the  fowl, 
game  and  meats  that  will  become  the  center- 
pieces  of  many  a  holiday  feast. 

Matching  wines  to  holiday  meals  requires  some 
thought — and  also  one  or  two  challenges  to  conven¬ 
tional  wisdom.  In  general,  these  meals  are  spicier, 
heavier  and  more  strongly  flavored  than  many  week¬ 
day  evening  stovetop  meals.  To  accompany  them,  our 
experience  suggests,  you’ll  do  best  to  consider  red 
wines,  which  will  provide  a  closer  match  in  body  and 
flavor  to  the  depth  of  character  associated  with  holiday 
meals. 

The  following  listing  offers  a  range  of  wine  types 
that  will  enhance  the  major  meat  and  fowl  dishes. 
Vegetarians  need  only  remember  that  the  spicier  and 
more  robust  a  combination,  the  thicker  and  heavier 
a  wine  needs  to  be  to  do  justice  to  the  dish.  Our 
recommendations  are  generally  available  at  Bay  Area 
wine  outlets. 

We  should  note  at  the  outset  that  Champagne  is,  of 
course,  perfect  before  and  after  meals.  In  addition, 
this  versatile  and  festive  wine  will  complement  most 
any  dish  and  can  be  used  well  with  all  but  the  strong¬ 
est  meats.  We  would  recommend  it  with  any  of  the 
foods  discussed  below  except  for  roasts. 

Turkey:  Roast  turkey  is  the  most  common  of  all 
American  Thanksgiving  meals.  Because  it  is  a  poultry 
dish,  many  assume  that  it  is  best  accompanied  by  a 
white  wine.  Not  so.  In  our  view,  the  fresh,  young,  red 
wines  from  France’s  Beaujolais  are  the  perfect  accom¬ 
paniment  to  turkey.  On  the  one  hand,  they  are  light, 
fruity  and  lively,  qualities  created  by  the  special 
vinification  process  of  the  Camay  grape  used  in  Beau¬ 
jolais.  On  the  other,  they  can  stand  up  to  and  cut 
through  the  spiciness  and  richness  of  stuffed  turkey. 

California  Camay  ( not  California  Camay  Beau¬ 
jolais)  and  even  some  lighter  California  Zinfandels 
have  similar  qualities  and  would  go  well  with  the  big 
bird.  Also  worth  considering  are  reds  from  the  Bour¬ 
gogne,  the  lighter  Bordeaux,  California  Cabernet  Sau- 
vignons  and  even  an  inexpensive  Spanish  wine. 

If  vour  taste  runs  to  a  white  wine  with  turkey,  it 
should  be  a  rich  and  full  California  Chardonnay,  or  a' 
white  Bourgogne  such  as  a  Meursault, 

Game  birds,  duck,  etc.:  Game  birds  are  even  richer, 
fuller  and  more  aromatic  than  turkeys.  This  aggressive¬ 
ness  demands  a  wine  of  substance  and  character.  For 
these  birds,  consider  a  medium-bodied  Bordeaux  or 
its  Cabernet  equivalent.  The  red  wines  of  the  Bour¬ 
gogne,  with  their  savoury  and  peppery  quality,  are 
also  a  good  match.  Those  dishes  with  rich,  spicy  or 
fruity  sauces  would  be  particularv  well  complemented 
bv  the  spicy  and  robust  character  of  the  wines  of  the 
Rhone  River  Valley:  Chateauneuf-du-Pape,  Cote 
Rotie,  Hermitage  and  Cotes  du  Rhone. 

Chicken:  Roasted  chicken  is  best  matched  with  the 
light  red  Bordeaux  of  the  Medoc.  The  herbs,  light  fruit 
and  cedar  which  typify  these  wines  seem  to  draw  out 
more  of  the  character  and  subtlety  of  this  most  com¬ 
mon  fowl.  As  with  turkey,  Chardonnay  is  the  best 
white  wine  to  serve.  In  addition,  California  or  German 
Rieslings,  with  their  delicate  floral  and  fruity  bouquet 
and  crisp  flavors,  will  provide  a  refreshing  counter¬ 
point  to  the  meal. 

Roasts:  Roast  beef  can  be  accompanied  by  a  wide 
variety  of  full-bodied  red  wines  from  California, 
France,  Italy  and  Spain.  The  herbaceous,  rich  and 
thick  quality  of  California  Cabernet  Sauvignons,  and 


the  more  full-bodied  red  Bourgogne  wines  also 
fit  well.  For  those  who  prefer  an  even  more  full-bod  it'd 
wine,  we  would  suggest  an  Hermitage  or  Cote  Rotie 
from  France’s  Rhone  River  Valley.  These  wines  are 
full  of  fruit — apricots,  plums  and  cherries — and  spice 
Chateauneuf-du-Pape,  slightly  less  robust  than  its 
northern  cousins,  is  another  Rhone  wine  that  would 
go  well  here.  Barolos,  from  northern  Italy,  are  rivalled 
onlv  by  the  Rhones  for  thickness  and  body.  They  art- 
filled  with  chocolate,  blackberries,  peppers  and  sa¬ 
voury.  For  those  seeking  a  somewhat  lighter  wine, 
there  are  the  inexpensive,  varied  and  pleasant  Spanish 
wines. 

Ham:  As  every  rule  has  its  exception,  we  note  here 
that  ham  is  not  enhanced  by  red  wine.  Its  spicy  deli- 
eacv  is  better  served  by  a  wine  that  whispers  its  support 
for  the  food.  The  classic  match  is  with  the  floral,  spicy, 
fruity  Gewurtztraminer.  Other  good  choices  are  Ries¬ 
lings,  particularv  those  from  Alsace,  or  the  dry  rose 
wines  of  Anjou  in  the  Loire  River  Valley,  or  Tavel  in 
the  Rhone. 

What  follows  is  a  limited  selection  of  generally  avail; 
able  wines  that  are  well-suited  for  the  meals  men¬ 
tioned.  We  have  kept  prices  down,  so  these  are  good 
bargains  but  not  the  most  outstanding  wines  in  each 
category.  Each  would  be  a  delight  to  serve  with  or 
carry  to  a  meal.

B  Y  KAREN  BROOKS 
am  not  a  skeptic  by  nature.  Years  ago  I 
swallowed  the  notion  that  eating  inordi¬ 
nate  amounts  of  fibers  will  forestall  the 
inevitable  encounter  with  the  Grim 
Reaper.  Never  have  I  doubted  that  grapefruit 
will  help  me  fight  the  battle  of  the  bulge  or  that 
yogurt  is  capable  of  doing  amazing  things  for 
my  intestinal  flora.  I  only  eat  oysters  during 
months  that  contain  the  letter  “R,“  I  toss  out 
raw  eggs  blighted  by  a  speck  of  blood,  and  I 
avoid  pork  like  the  plague.  A  fool  for  folklore 
and  culinary  phenomenology?  You  ask.  Per¬ 
haps.  But  one  of  P.  T.  Barnum’s  statistics,  nev¬ 
er.  I  draw  the  line  at  some  point,  and  that  point 
is  what  is  currently  being  touted  in  the  food 
world  as  “the  cocoa  solution.  ” 

Despite  its  rather  ominous  name,  the  cocoa  solution 
is  not  someone’s  perverse  plan  to  exterminate  innocent 
little  children  while  they  wolf  down  their  breakfast 
cereal.  Rather,  the  sobriquet  belongs  to  an  experi¬ 
ment  conducted  by  a  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech¬ 
nology  research  team.  Released  in  the  summer  of 
1981,  the  group’s  study  purports  that  cocoa  powder — 
the  lovely  mound  of  pulverized  defatted  chocolate 
beans  that  every  good  novocaine-fearing  citizen  hates

to  love — can  virtually  halt  the  production  of  dextrans 
(the  compounds  that  are  responsible  for  the  buildup  of 
dental  plaque)  even  when  sugar  is  present. 

That  this  information  is  diametrically  opposed  to 
all  the  damning  evidence  about  cocoa  and  its  progeni¬ 
tor,  chocolate,  provided  in  the  annals  of  dental  litera¬ 
ture  is  not  the  source  of  my  dismay.  What  disturbs 
me  is  that  this  grant  was  funded  by  the  Chocolate  Manu- 
facuters’  Association,  an  organization  that,  one  assumes, 
can  stand  to  profit  handsomely  from  the  proceedings. 
There  are  certain  corollaries,  it  seems,  by  which  enlight¬ 
ened  consumers  should  be  guided:  When  you  want  infor¬ 
mation  about  lung  cancer,  don’t  go  to  the  tobacco  lobby; 
when  you  Want  to  find  out  how  to  keep  your  heart  pump¬ 
ing,  don’t  query  the  dairy  industry;  and  when  you  want  to 
know  which  foods  are  liable  to  rock  your  molars, 
don’t  seek  out  the  Chocolate  Manufacturers’  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Now  don’t  misunderstand  me.  I’m  not  opposed  to 
cocoa  consumption,  but  then  again.  I’m  not  about  to 
become  a  rabid  connoisseur  of  it  either.  Cooking  with 
cocoa  is  another  story,  and  though  its  culinary  poten¬ 
tial  is  severely  limited  compared  to  chocolate,  it  does 
have  certain  advantages — because  it  is  so  concen¬ 
trated  it  is  generally  less  expensive  than  chocolate,  and 
you  use  less  of  it.  Moreover,  while  chocolate  is  be¬ 
coming  expensive  enough  to  be  sold  by  the  carat, 
cocoa  prices  are  actually  heading  downward,  an

anomaly  in  these  inflationary  times.  Excellent  crops 
this  year  in  West  Africa,  Brazil  and  Trinidad,  the 
world’s  largest  cocoa  producers,  coupled  with  in¬ 
creased  yields  are  responsible  for  this  ostensible  act  of 
good  will. 

For  baking  purposes,  consider  Dutch-process  cocoa, 
which  has  a  darker  color,  deeper  flavor  and  richer 
aroma  than  regular  cocoa.  To  substitute  cocoa  for  one 
ounce  of  baking  chocolate. use  3  tablespoons  cocoa  plus 
1  tablespoon  fat  (butter,  shortening,  etc.). 

The  recipe  for  the  exceptional  dessert  that  follows— 
tin  ethereal  nut  tortc  infused  with  mocha  cream — 
should  provide  anyone  with  more  than  an  ample  op¬ 
portunity  to  test  out  the  cocoa  solution.  The  intrepid 
and  the  naive  will  consume  three  portions  a  day  and 
bypass  a  dental  checkup  for  at  least  one  year. 

Mocha-Walnut  Torte: 

Cake: 

Vi  pound  confectioners’  sugar 
6  large  egg  yolks  at  room  temperature 
2  cups  finely  chopped  walnuts 
grated  rind  of  Vi  lemon 
1  teaspoon  lemon  juice 
6  large  egg  whites,  at  room  temperature 
pinch  of  salt 
Mocha  Butter  Cream: 

1  egg  yolk,  at  room  temperature 

2  tablespoons  confectioners’  sugar 

1  stick  sweet  butter,  softened 

2  tablespoons  cocoa 

2  teaspoons  instant  coffee 
1  tablespoon  hot  water 
Garnishes: 

chopped  walnuts  or  walnut  halves 
grated  bittersweet  chocolate 
Utensils: 

9- inch  springform  pan 
electric  mixer  or  Kitchen  Aid 
rubber  spatula 

Grease  and  flour  the  springform  pan;  set  aside. 
Beat  the  6  egg  yolks  in  the  small  bowl  of  the  mixer  or 
in  the  Kitchen  Aid  at  high  speed  for  3  minutes.  Add 
the  sugar  gradually  and  beat  5  to  7  minutes  or  until 
very  thick  and  smooth.  Add  the  walnuts,  lemon  juice 
at  low  speed.  Remove  the  beaters  and  thoroughly 
wash  and  dry  them.  In  the  large  bowl  of  the  mixer, 
beat  the  egg  whites  at  medium  speed  until  frothy.  Add 
the  pinch  of  salt,  and  beat  at  high  speed  until  stiff 
peaks  form  when  the  beaters  are  lifted  out  of  the  mass. 

Remove  the  bowl  from  the  mixer.  Using  the  spat¬ 
ula,  gently  fold  3  tablespoons  of  the  egg  whites  into 
the  egg  yolk  mixture  to  lighten  it.  Gently  fold  in  the 
remaining  whites.  Carefully  pour  the  batter  into  the 
prepared  pan. 

Place  the  cake  on  the  middle  rack  of  the  oven.  Set 
the  oven  temperature  at  350  degrees.  Bake  35  minutes 
without  opening  the  oven  door.  When  the  time  is  up,

open  the  door  very  slowly.  Insert  a  toothpick  into  the 
center  of  the  cake — if  it  comes  out  clean,  the  cake  is 
done.  If  the  cake  is  still  moist,  bake  another  5  minutes. 
Upon  completion,  do  not  remove  the  cake  from  the 
oven.  Turn  off  the  heat,  and  leave  the  door  partially 
open  to  allow  the  cake  to  cool  in  the  oven.  When 
completely  cool,  remove  the  sides  of  the  springform 
pan.  If  desired,  transfer  the  cake  to  a  serving  plate. 

To  prepare  the  butter  cream,  beat  the  1  egg  yolk 
with  the  sugar  in  the  small  bowl  of  the  mixer  or  in  the 
Kitchen  Aid.  Add  the  butter  and  beat  until  smooth 
and  fluffy.  Beat  in  the  cocoa  until  thoroughly  incor¬ 
porated  into  the  mixture.  Dissolve  the  coffee  in  the  hot 
water  and  beat  into  the  butter  cream.  Taste  and 
adjust  proportions  for  sweetness,  cocoa  and  coffee. 

Spread  the  butter  cream  evenly  over  the  top  and 
sides  of  the  cake.  Decorate  the  top  with  the  chopped 
or  halved  walnuts  and  the  grated  chocolate.  Serve  at 
room  temperature.  ■

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Film  Festival 
postmortem 


MARINA  HIRSCH 

With  56  features  from  26  countries  in 
14  days,  two  fancy  dress  opening 
nights  and  a  smattering  of  spats  with 
the  local  press,  this  year’s  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  International  Film  Festival  was 
what  it’s  always  been,  an  event  staggering  in  its  vari¬ 
ety  and,  at  its  core,  deeply  at  odds  with  itself. 

The  question  of  identity  was  brought  to  the  fore  one 
week  into  the  proceedings  via  a  squib  in  Herb  Caen’s 
column  berating  festival  personnel  for  not  having  met 
a  certain  visiting  director  with  limousine  service.  Fes¬ 
tival  organizers  were  thrown  on  the  defensive — they 
were  a  cultural  event,  after  all,  not  a  happening  for 
the  society  pages.  (Ironically,  the  director  in  question 
had  been  received  with  a  limo.) 

If  limos  were  what  SF’s  social  elite  wanted  in  a 
festival,  limos  were  certainly  what  they  got  at  two 
high-admission  opening  festivities,  which  featured  a 
glitzy  array  of  Hollywood  stars,  klieg  lights  and  grand 
entrances.  The  movies  highlighted  by  the  occasions, 
appropriately,  were  standard  Hollywood  mainstream: 
George  Cukor’s  Rich  and  Famous  and  Jack  Fiske’s 
Raggedy  Man.  Far  from  being  the  sort  ol  rarely 
shown  films  one  hopes  to  catch  at  a  festival,  both 
movies  were  scheduled  to  open  within  days  at  local 
theaters. 

A  fascination  for  glamor  threaded  its  way  past 
opening  nights  into  festival  scheduling,  which  accord¬ 
ed  documentary  films  a  definite  back  seat  to  features. 
Most  documentaries  shown  at  the  festival  were 
screened  at  daytime  hours  during  the  week  with  the 
result  that  working  people  missed  out.  Joan  Church¬ 
ill’s  and  Nick  Broomfield’s  Soldier  Girls,  for  example, 
one  of  the  most  powerful  films  screened  during  the 
festival,  was  shown  at  4  pm  on  a  Friday  afternoon.  ( In 
addition,  daytime  offerings  of  documentaries  and  fea¬ 
ture  classics  were  free.  If  you  worked  flexible  hours, 
the  festival  was  a  continuous  treat:  if  you  worked  9 
to  5,  you  took  what  you  could  get  and  you  paid  for  all 
of  it.) 

Certain  problems,  such  as  a  bomb  threat  tele¬ 
phoned  in  during  a  showing  of  David  Koff’s  Occupied 
Palestine,  which  emptied  the  Castro  Theatre,  were 
clearly  out  of  anyone’s  hands.  On  the  plus  side, 
screenings  at  the  Castro  and  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts 
weren’t  scheduled  in  conflict  as  they  were  last  year.

There  was  also  the  matter  of  criticism.  Festival  Di¬ 
rector  Albert  Johnson,  the  person  most  responsible  for 
the  choice  of  films,  mentioned  at  a  pre-festival  press 
conference  that  Polish  director  Andrzej  Zulawski’s 
Possession,  a  French-German  production  filmed  in 
English,  was  the  one  film  no  one  should  miss.  The  day 
Possession  was  scheduled,  a  review  appeared  in  the 
Chronicle  stating  in  rather  definite  terms  that  viewers 
would  be  better  off  staying  home.  At  that  evening’s 
screening,  Johnson  denounced  the  reviewer  in  ques¬ 
tion,  to  applause  from  the  audience,  and  then  intro¬ 
duced  the  film,  which  turned  out  to  be  everything  the 
reviewer  had  warned  of. 

But  if  there  were  bad  movies,  there  were  also  the 
kind  one  expects  from  a  festival —  the  oddities  and 
curious  failures,  the  foreign  films  rarely  seen  in  this 
country  outside  of  the  Pacific  Film  Archive,  and  some 
excellent  documentaries. 

A  few  festival  highlights: 

Man  of  Iron.  Directed  by  Adrzej  Wajda.  This 
proved  to  be  not  quite  the  marvel  of  its  predecessor, 
Man  of  Marble,  but  did  contain  the  electrifying 
closing  sequences  originally  censored  from  the  latter. 
Like  Man  of  Marble,  which  featured  a  movie  within  a 
movie,  Man  of  Iron  is  filtered  through  the  perceptions 
of  another,  in  this  case  a  radio  news  reporter  working 
against  his  better  instincts  as  a  government  agent 
whose  assignment  is  to  spy  on  the  husband  of  the 
young  filmmaker  Agnieszka,  the  heroine  of  Man  of 
Marble.  Wajda  employs  a  schizoid  camera  style;  half  ol 
Man  of  Iron  is  straightforward  and  rather  standard 
documentary  footage  charting  the  Solidarity  workers’ 
strike  in  Gdansk,  while  half  is  an  affecting,  and  overly 
sweet,  love  story  involving  Agnieszka  and  her 
husband.  All  the  cliches  of  romance  are  used —  the  two 
running  toward  each  other  at  a  train  station,  Agnies¬ 
zka’s  hair  a  soft  blonde  halo,  the  images  of  a  deep  love 
set  against  tumultuous  times  of  political  upheaval— 
yet  the  edgy,  protective,  introspective  woman  given 
life  by  actress  Krystyna  Janda  makes  the  story  both 
credible  and  moving.  Solidarity  leader  Lech  Walesa 
appears  in  the  documentary  as  himself,  and  in  the  love 
story  as  an  actor  playing  a  character  who  is  the  dupli¬ 
cate  of  himself. 

Three  Brothers.  Directed  by  Francesco  Rosi.  Best 
known  to  American  audiences  for  Christ  Stopped  at 
Eboli  (which  showed  at  the  festival  in  its  European 
TV  length  of  over  three  hours),  Rosi  showed  a  some¬ 
what  surprising  development  in  Three  Brothers  for 
audiences  accustomed  to  the  director’s  earlier  sharply 
politicized  work.  A  tender,  nostalgic  short  story. 
Three  Brothers  sketches  the  reunion  of  the  remaining 
members  of  a  family  at  their  mother’s  funeral.  W  istful 
dreams  and  surreal  nightmares  introduce  each  brother 
rather  neatly  in  turn,  with  the  recognition  of  love,  and 
the  loss  of  love,  as  a  connective  thread.  Sweet-tem¬ 
pered  poignancy  hasn’t  previously  been  Rosi’s  strong 
suit.  He  mentioned  during  an  open  press  confer¬ 
ence  both  his  dedication  to  making  movies  that  serve 
as  testimonials  to  economic  and  political  realities,  and 
a  salient  factor  of  his  current  work:  "I  am  59.  I  think 
that  is  something  different  than  to  be  30." 

The  Kingdom  of  Diamonds.  Directed  by  Satyajit 
Rav.  Something  of  a  surprise  for  festival  goers  familiar 
with  the  lyrical  social  realism  of  Ray’s  The  Apu  Trilogy, 
The  Kingdom  of  Diamonds  was  a  gaudy  children’s  mov¬ 
ie/musical  eomedv.  with  much  ol  its  dialogue  spoken  in 
rhyme.  Two  wealthy  adventurers  galvanize  the 
downtrodden  citizens  of  a  mythical  kingdom  ruled  by 
a  despotic  tyrant  in  this  anti-capitalist  fairy  tale. 
Victory  is  achieved  without  bloodshed,  and  slogans  of 
the  monarch  are  swiftly  replaced  by  slogans  of  the 
working  class.  A  general  air  of  fantastical  unreality  is 
abetted  by  the  fact  that  the  kingdom  features  no 
women,  anywhere. 

Lueio  Flavio.  Directed  bvHecfor  Babeneo.  The  di¬ 
rector  of  Pixote  offers  a  lurid  portrait  of  police  corrup¬ 
tion,  tracing  the  doomed  career  of  a  Robin  Hood 
bandit,  Lucio  Flavio,  whose  robberies  are  planned  in 
collusion  with  (and  in  some  cases  arranged  by)  the 
local  police.  (For  a  substantial  percentage  of  the  take, 
they  won’t  bust  Flavio  and  his  gang.)  In  this  relentlessly 
violent  movie,  the  horror  of  reality  is  further  inten¬ 
sified  by  the  relentless  horror  of  Lucio’s  nightmares. 


The  Vulture.  Directed  by  Yaki  Yosha.  The  subject  ol 
this  ebullient  piece  of  blasphemy  directed  by  an  Israeli 
is  patriotism.  Not  surprisingly,  the  movie  was  not 
well  received  by  Israeli  critics.  A  young  soldier  visits 
the  father  of  a  fallen  comrade  and  finds  himself  assist¬ 
ing  in  the  creation  of  a  memorial  album.  In  short 
order,  he’s  in  business,  feeding  like  a  vulture  on  the 
sorrow  of  others  and  cynically  raking  in  money  for  his 
efforts.  (Although  one  mother  refuses  to  draw  comfort 
from  her  son’s  death  as  a  war  hero,  stating  flatly, 
“He'd  be  just  as  dead  if  he’d  died  in  a  car  wreck.”) 
While  Yoshi’s  direction  is  occasionally  wooden  (people 
stand  still  a  lot  and  speak  very  slowly),  his  iconoclasm 
is  gleefully  unapologetic. 

Broken  English.  Directed  by  Michie  Gleason.  The 
title,  from  a  Marianne  Faithfull  song,  refers  to  the 
broken  English  empire.  The  story  concerns  Sara,  a 
young,  upper-class  American  woman  in  Paris  who 
falls  in  love  with  a  Senegalese  man,  and  eventually 
realizes  that  her  lover  is  involved  with  a  Southern 
African  freedom  fighters’  group.  Through  her 
relationship,  Sara  becomes  herself  politically  active 
and  relegates  her  love  affair  to  second  place.  Frag¬ 
ments  of  a  Jane  Fonda  evolution-of- a- radical  plot  col¬ 
lide  with  Casablanca,  the  whole  backed  by  a  reggae/ 
new  wave  soundtrack.  The  results  are  flimsy  and  sen¬ 
timentalized.  A  third  of  the  way  through,  docu¬ 
mentary  footage  of  Namibian  history  is  abruptly 
wedged  in,  offering  a  crash  course  in  apartheid,  an 
interlude  that  feels  totally  unrelated  to  the  rest  of  the 
movie.  This  is  the  first  effort  at  screenwriting  and  di¬ 
recting  for  Gleason,  a  UCLA  Film  School  graduate  in 
her  early  30s.  She  was  tapped  by  producer  Burt 
Schneider  and  wrote  the  story  after  being  signed  to 
direct  it.  Funding  for  the  $1.6  million  movie  was  ar¬ 
ranged  by  Schneider  with  Lorimer  Films,  who,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Gleason,  were  somewhat  surprised  by  the 
results  of  the  support.  (“They  were  probably  expecting 
another  Easy  Rider.”)  Radical  chic  is  too  tempting  a 
term  to  apply  here;  the  failure  of  Broken  English  is 
simply  unfortunate.  The  movie  was  doubtless  a  work 
of  the  heart.  (Gleason  describes  herself  as  “involved 
with  SWAPO  on  a  day-to-day  level,”  and  mentioned 
that  she’d  crammed  everything  she  could  into  this 
movie  because,  “It  might  be  my  only  chance.”)  A  final 
analysis:  finding  a  mentor  and  possessing  ambition  are 
just  the  beginning. 

Soldier  Girls.  Directed  by  Joan  Churchill  and  Nick 
Broomfield.  This  is  a  horrifying,  bitterly  funny  docu¬ 
mentary  about  three  women  undergoing  basic 
training,  from  the  team  who  several  years  ago  made 
the  acclaimed  documentary  on  juvenile  justice.  Tat¬ 
tooed  Tears.  There  are  no  villains  in  Soldier  Girls, 
simply  the  betrayed.  A  sadistic  male  commander  who 
torments  his  charges  and  flaunts  his  masculinity 
(during  a  session  on  survival  tactics  he  bites  off  the 
head  of  a  live  chicken  and  laughs  with  pleasure  at  the 
.women’s  horror)  is  shown  at  a  later  moment  musing- 
with  bewilderment  on  the  fact  that  an  army  career 
has  robbed  him  of  a  soul.  The  women,  who  are  teen¬ 
agers,  seem  to  have  entered  the  army  as  an  alternative 
to  dead-end  jobs.  Expecting  status  and  new  skills,  they 
find  instead  a  discipline  that  is  dead  set  against  emo¬ 
tion  and  implicitly  anti-female.  The  training  is  high 
school  pep  rally  crossed  with  Dr.  Strangelove-,  the  girls 
are  told  that  when  an  atom  bomb  goes  off  they  should 
look  the  other  way,  and  that  fallout  can  be  brushed 
off  one’s  clothes  with  a  hankie.  Camerawork  is  un¬ 
obtrusive  and  unblinking  (the  credits  give  thanks  to 
Penncbaker  and  Wiseman).  How  the  filmmakers  got 
away  with  making  this  movie,  God  knows. 

They  All  Laughed.  Directed  by  Peter  Bogdanovich. 
Sadly,  this  light,  sweetly  romantic  movie  is  oversha¬ 
dowed  by  the  hugely  publicized  murder  of  one  of  its 
stars,  former  Playboy  playmate,  and  fiancee  of  the  di¬ 
rector,  Dorothy  Stratton,  and  an  eerie  melancholy 
pervades  this  comedy  about  jealous  husbands  and  ex¬ 
tramarital  romance.  John  Ritter  as  the  male  lead  looks 
exactly  like  Bogdanovich,  and  is  hopelessly  in  love 
with  Stratton,  a  glowingly  beautiful  idol  who  has 
hardly  any  lines.  The  romance  detailed  is  of  the  high 
school  crush  variety— people  are  loved  on  first  sight, 
and  broken  hearts  are  mended  with  a  fifth  of  Scotch. 
The  film  also  features  considerably  aged  Audrey  Hep- 
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burn,  presented  as  a  singularly  well-preserved  gamine 
who  is  simply  one  of  the  girls  (nice  touch  but  totally 
unrealistic),  and  model  Patti  Hansen,  looking  lubri¬ 
cious  and  ambisexual.  Director  Bogdanovich 
mentioned  plans  to  open  They  All  Laughed  in  several 
U.S.  cities  and,  if  it  wasn’t  well  received,  to  “close  up 
shop.  ”  ■

Pounding  the  art  beat 

Robert  Atkins 

CLARICE  DREYER.  Al  Ealon-Shoen  Gallery.  500  Paul.  SF 
through  Nov.  21 

Clarice  Drever's  first  major  Bay  Area  solo 
show  is  stunning.  She’s  a  sculptor  who 
works  in  cast  metals — mostly  aluminum, 
sometimes  painted — creating  large,  usual¬ 
ly  nonfunctioning  versions  of  functional 
objects.  This  show  brings  us  a  garden  gazebo,  a  Bed, 
an  ornamental  bridge,  ladders  large  and  small  and  a 
huge  aluminum  wagon  on  wheels  bearing  the  heavy 
coppery  corpses  of  chickens. 

The  exhibited  works  span  the  last  two  years  and  a 
few — brightly  painted,  assembled-looking  “ tableaux' ' 
—  point  to  Drever’s  Funk  origins.  Now  she  is  dipping 
deep  into  her  unconscious  with  flamboyant,  full-blown 
surrealist  imagery  on  the  order  ot  a  miniature  bridge 
covered  with  serpents  or  more  abstract  architectural¬ 
ly  oriented  forms  like  Cage ,  a  simple  enclosure  con¬ 
taining  a  cast  iron  light  bulb.  Seen  en  masse ,  Dreyer’s 
work  suggests  a  stage  set  tor  a  theatrical  remake  of 
Fellini’s  Juliet  of  the  Spirits. 

MICHAEL  DVORTCSAK.  At  Tom  Luttrell  Gallery,  421  Sut¬ 
ter,  SF,  through  Dec.  1 . 

Michael  Dvortcsak’s  large  oil  and  wax  on  canvas 
paintings  are  curiously  elegant.  They  marry  low-hori- 
zoned  landscapes  of  strange,  sometimes  inverted  Stone¬ 
henge-like  forms  with  the  witty  cartooning  treatment 
of  Philip  Guston’s  wonderfully  clunky  works  of  the 
Seventies.  Dvortcsak  lays  on  the  paint  in  thick  colorful 
stitches  ot  red,  gold  and  green,  or  glassy  expanses  of 
saturated  sky  blue  and  grass  green.  The  sensuous  waxy 
surface  makesyou  want  to  reach  out  and  touch,  and  the 
lighter-than-air  and  heavier-than-stone  imagery 
hovers  nicely  at  the  edge  of  total  abstraction. 

TEXAS  PHOTO  SAMPLER.  At  Camerawork,  70  12th  St., 
SF,  through  Nov.  14. 

JAMES  SURLS.  At  the  Daniel  Weinberg  Gallery,  2140  Bush 
St.,  SF,  through  Nov.  7. 

About  three  weeks  ago,  Linda  Cathcart,  director  of 
Houston’s  Contemporary  Art  Museum,  spoke  at  the  SF 
Art  Institute.  She  talked  engagingly  about  art  in  Texas, 
about  isolationism  and  decorative  tendencies,  about 
the  untimely  cocaine-related  death  of  the  fottnder  ol 
7-11  stores  (a  Houston  resident)  and  even  about  fish 
imagery.  She  mentioned  one  Houston  artist  notorious 
for  tattooing  wings  on  Mexican  hairless  dogs.  Appar¬ 
ently  he’s  something  of  a  legend  there.  He’s  also—  along 
with  images  of  Texas  and  other  Texans— visible  in 
T exas  Photo  Sampler. 

This  is  a  large  and  fine  18- person  show  organized  by 
Washington  Project  for  the  Arts  director  Al  Nodal. 
Almost  200  prints  take  off  in  virtually  all  possible  photo¬ 
graphic  directions.  Nodal  manages  to  divide  the  18 
photographers  into  five  categories — those  who  docu¬ 
ment  Texas,  those  influenced  by  Latin  culture,  pur¬ 
veyors  of  personal  fantasy,  the  environmentally  con¬

cerned  and  the  structuralists/ conceptualists— but  it’s  a 
fairly  arbitrary  scorecard,  and  you  don't  really  need 
one  to  tell  the  players. 

Much  of  the  work  defies  easy  categorization  and 
apart  from  those  using  Texas  imagery,  you’d  never 
guess  that  these  photographers  were  from  Texas. 
(Photography  reproduces  and  travels  so  well,  it  is  surely 
the  most  international  of  artforms.)  Geoff  Winning- 
ham,  George  Krause  and  EdwardHill/Suzanne  Bloom 
a.k.a.  Manual  are  the  most  renowned  of  the  photog¬ 
raphers  shown.  The  rest  of  the  18  are  relatively  un¬ 
known,  but  probably  won’t  be  for  long.  Texas  Photo 
Sampler  is  too  large  and  too  good  to  encapsulate  in  a 
few  paragraphs.  It  is,  however,  the  most  satisfying 
photography  show  currently  hanging  in  town. 

The  work  of  another  Texan —  sculptor  James  Surls — 
is  on  view  here  for  just  a  few  more  days.  Surls  is  among 
the  best  and  best  known  of  Texas  artists.  He  works  in 
rough  hewn  wood,  charred  by  fire  or  blackened  by 
creosote.  His  usually  abstract,  androgynous  forms 
radiate  from  a  central  core —  carved  sticks  poked  into  a 
sphere,  ax  handle,  miniature  house  fashioned  from  a 
timber’s  end  or  the  like.  This  show  also  features  a  deli¬ 
ciously  enigmatic  hanging  propellor-of-a-form  with 
.eyes  burned  into  it.  Surls’s  imagery  is  prairie-organic 
and  dream-sharp. 

CHIP  LORD  AND  CHRIS  BURDEN  .At  the  Cinema,  1077 
Market,  SF,  Oct.  28. 

The  Chip  Lord/Chris  Burden  performance  double 
feature  at  the  Cinema,  Oct.  28,  seemed  essentially  a 
paeon  to  the  egos  of  the  artists  involved.  Lord’s  ap¬ 
proach  was  sociological,  Burden’s  was  psychological, 
and  both  were  tiresome.  (Burden’s in  the  extreme.) 

Lord  presented  an  earlier  version  of  AutoAmerican 
at  80  Langton  St.  this  past  spring.  The  newer  version 
was  far  too  similar  albeit  slightly  tightened  and 
musically  enhanced. 

AutoAmerican  couples  stunningly  photographed 
images  of  Americana— cars,  kitschy  architecture,  ne¬ 
on  signs —  with  a  rather  personal  descriptive  tex£  read  by 
Lord.  While  the  photographs  are  ravishing,  the  text  is 
sophomoric.  When  Lord  noted  that  the  images  for  his 
Palm  Springs  golfing  sequence  had  been  commissioner! 
by  New  West,  a  light  bulb  went  on  over  mv  head.  His 
text  expresses  that  New  W esf-style  condescension  toward 
a  popular  culture  it  essentially  celebrates.  Although 
there  s  nothing  vitriolic  in  Lord’s  narration  (as  there 
was  in  many  New  West  pieces),  there  isn’t  anything 
riveting  either.  Lord’s  pictures  seem  worth  a  thousand 
words. 

Burden  s  There  Have  Been  Some  Pretty  Wild 
Rumors  About  Me  Lately  And  I  Just  Want  To  Set  The 
Record  Straight  boggled  this  viewer’s  mind.  Burden 
read  his  45-minute  text —  sometimes  haltinglv —  to  no 
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visual  or  audial  accompaniment.  His  chief  purpose 
seemed  to  be  the  presentation  of  himself  in  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  light  vis-a-vis  recent  embarrassing  situations  in¬ 
volving  guns,  women  and  cars.  Since  I  don't  read 
People  mag  or  follow  the  LA  art  gossip  tixi  closeiv  it  was 
hard  to  evaluate  the  merits  of  any  “case."  Nor  did  I  find 
Burden’s  writing/“performing”  style  compelling.  What 
one  is  left  with  in  a  case  like  this  is  portraiture.  What  I 
heard  was  a  likeable  egotist  and  a  gun-toting  misogy  nist 
rambling  on  and  on.  ■

A  lonely  heroic  struggle

THE  JAIL  DIARY  OF  ALBIE  SACHS,  by  David  Edgar, 
presented  by  the  Eureka  Theatre  at  Fort  Mason,  Laguna  and  Ma¬ 
rina,  SF,  Thurs.-Sun.,  8  pm,  through  Dec.  6.  $6-$7.  441-9922. 

In  The  Jail  Diary  of  Alhie  Sadis,  playwright 
David  Edgar  charts  the  changes  a  young  lawyer 
undergoes  while  spending  months  in  solitary 
confinement  in  a  South  African  jail.  Sachs 
(played  by  Richard  Seyd)  is  detained  because  of 
his  deep  involvement  in  the  anti- apartheid  movement. 
His  captors  want  political  information  out  of  him.  and 
he  won't  give  in  to  their  constant  demands.  Conse¬ 
quently,  he  is  released  and  immediately  re-arrested  un¬ 
der  the  notorious  90-day  discretionary  detention  law 
imposed  in  1963  by  Balthazar  Vorster,  then  the  minis¬ 
ter  of  justice,  now  the  president  of  South  Africa. 

In  jail,  Sachs  is  engaged  in  a  moment-to-moment 
struggle  to  maintain  his  sanity  and  self-respect.  The 
ordeal  transforms  him  from  a  political  romantic  who 
approached  his  imprisonment  with  the  buoyant  adap¬ 
tability  of  a  boy  scout  on  his  first  overnight  to  a  much 
more  realistic,  far  less  innocent  survivor. 

The  lonely,  quietly  heroic  struggle  of  a  prisoner  of 
conscience  is  a  compelling  subject,  and  the  Eureka

‘Films  of  the  Human  Spirit’:  A  six- 
week  series  of  rarely  seen  anthropo¬ 
logical  documentaries  opens  this  eve¬ 
ning  with  films  from  Afghanistan  and 
Kenya.  Naim  and  Jabbar  and  Kenya 
Boran  show  the  hopes  and  fears  of 
three  adolescents  as  they  choose  be¬ 
tween  the  traditional  lifestyle  of  their 
parents  and  the  vague  promises  of 
high  school  education.

Theatre  has,  despite  a  recent  fire  that  left  it  homeless, 
mounted  a  basically  solid  production.  But  there  are 
underlying  problems  in  translating  a  nonfiction  diary- 
of  real  events  into  a  workable  stage  play,  and  neither 
Edgar  nor  the  Eureka  Theatre  has  entirely  solved 
them. 

A  journal  speaks  with  the  idiosyncratic,  slow- 
rhythmed  voice  of  a  single  narrator;  the  stage  demands 
conflict,  tension,  polyrhythms,  particularly  when 
the  aim  is  to  bring  “real  life”  to  life.  Albie  Sachs  needs 
more  of  these  qualities.  It  is  a  long  play  (close  to  three 
hours),  constructed  as  a  chronological  series  of  short 
scenes,  and  this  production  suffers  from  a  textural 
sameness  that  could  be  alleviated  by  picking  up  the 
pace,  particularly  in  the  lagging  first  act.  But  directors 
Oscar  Eustis  and  Tony  Taccone  also  need  to  find  ways 
to  make  these  brief  vignettes  build,  one  on  another,,  to 
gather  more  force  and  urgency. 

Richard  Seyd  is  faced  with  a  sizeable  actor’s  task. 
As  Albie,  Seyd  is  on  stage  for  the  entire  play,  and  he 
must  find  the  dramatic  shadings  that  will  make  his 
character  continuously  interesting.  Seyd  is  a  very  in¬ 
telligent  actor,  and  his  performance  appears  to  be 
thoroughly  thought  through,  but  I  was  always  con¬ 
scious  of  his  technique  and  never  close  enough  to  the 
character.  This  is  in  large  part  because  the  play  most¬ 
ly  consists  of  Albie’s  internal  monologues — about  his 
prison  routine,  the  psychological  tortures  of  confine¬ 
ment  and  his  self-questioning  about  political  commit¬ 
ment  and  honor.  These  are  interesting  in  and  of  them¬ 
selves,  but  they  lack  the  dramatic  adrenalin  needed 
to  propel  the  piece  forward.  Seyd  seems  to  have  to  get 
out  and  push  the  play  himself,  and  that’s  a  lot  of  strain 
to  place  on  one  actor. 

Indeed,  the  most  effective  scenes  are  between  Seyd 
and  Drew  Eshelman,  playing  a  racist  guard  who  is 
both  loathsome  and  endearing.  Here — and  in  scenes 
with  Terry  Lamb  as  a  fellow  prisoner — Seyd  has 
something  to  bounce  off  of,  some  flint  to  make  his 
sparks. 

But  his  is  no  easy  job.  Make  no  mistake:  the  author, 
directors  and  performers  have  set  out  to  do  something 
admirable  and  extraordinarily  difficult  here.  They 
want  to  give  the  audience  a  sense  of  what  it  feelsTike 
to  be  in  isolation  (an  essentially  undramatic  situation),

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ism  and  resistance.  This- may  be  possible:  I  hope,  for 
the  sake  of  socially  responsive  theater,  that  it  is.  But 
to  bring  this  story  to  life  on  stage  requires  something 
more  than  the  linear,  literal,  docu-drama  method 
Edgar  has  chosen.  It  requires  some  of  the  same  ima¬ 
gination  and  innovation  that  kept  Albie  Sachs  alive 
for  all  those  months  in  his  South  African  cell.

Two  musical  productions  opened  recently,  and  in 
both  cases  the  music  is  the  major  attraction. 

The  Distractions  is  a  seven-member  singing  theater 
group  led  by  Scrumbly  Koldewyn,  and  it  has  worked 
up  an  eclectic  bag  of  parodies,  a  capella  goodies  an'd 
songspiels  into  a  show  appropriately  titled,  For  a  Good 
Time,  Call .... 

There  are  numerous  Distractions  devotees  in  the 
naked  city,  and  I  have  joined  the  ranks.  What  other 
group  can  segue  from  a  bizarre,  punky  number  called 
“Beauty  Killers”  into  an  Italian  madrigal,  follow  it  up 
with  a  satire  on  American  mutational  domesticity  called 
“Nuclear  Family”  and  bring  it  all  off  splendidly?  These 
folks  have  pitch-black  humor,  bouncy  scattiness 
and  a  political  conscience  too.  They’re  also  individually 
engaging,  with  Dan  Hiat’s  scary  Prussian  rock  singer 
routine  among  their  funniest  numbers. 

But  the  greatest  strength  of  this  group  is  that  it  is 
a  well-oiled  and  fueled  musical  ensemble,  and  its  best 
sounds  are  the  ones  it  produces  en  masse.  Koldewyn ’s 
excellent  vocal  and  musical  arrangements  certainly 
help,  and  the  far-ranging  material  (written  by  Kolde¬ 
wyn,  director  Ken  Wilkenson  and  others)  keeps  things 
unpredictable  and  varied.  The  group  should  watch  out 
to  avoid  being  ouerproduced  (the  staging  is  sometimes 
cluttered  and  busy,  the  links  between  numbers  rather 
contrived),  but  essence  of  Distractions  is  melodically  in¬ 
toxicating,  often  funny,  and  just  what  the  critic’s  doctor 
ordered. 

Street  Dreams ,  the  new  version  of  Eve  Merriam’s  and 
Helen  Miller’s  earlier  show,  Inner  City,  also  hais  charms, 
but  it  takes  a  little  longer  to  get  to  them.  This  show 
offers  up  a  string  of  musical  numbers  sung  by  six  per¬ 
formers  playing  low- income,  streetwise  urban  dwellers. 
They  sing  about  love  and  crime  and  big  city  indiffer¬ 
ence  and  economic  injustice,  and  many  of  their  songs 
arehip,  real-world  versions  of  children’s  rhymes  adapt¬ 
ed  from  Eve  Merriam’s  book.  The  Inner  City  Mother 
Goose. 

For  the  first  20  minutes  or  so  the  production  lags.

and  one  wonders  whether  this  parade  of  songs  is  going 
to  lead  anywhere.  But  the  lyrics  get  sharper  and  funnier, 
the  excellent  rock  combo  in  the  pit  begins  to  assert  itself, 
and  the  performers  reveal  their  major  strengths.  Par¬ 
ticularly  notable  are  the  marvelous  Elnah  Jordan,  with 
her  whiskey  arid  honey  blues  voice,  Geneva  Baskville 
as  a  high-spirited  hooker  and  Denise  Kilbourne,  whose 
dippy  and  wise  bag  lady  is  a  delight  throughout.

New  wave  pioneers

TOM  VERLAINE.  At  Ihe  Cinema.  Ocl.  19

Tom  Verlaine  and  Willy  DeVille  don’t  look 
anvthingjike  each  other,  have  musical  styles 
and  influences  that  share  little  in  common, 
and  project  onstage  personalities  that  art- 
polar  opposites.  Yet  through  accidents  of  his¬ 
tory  anti  geography  both  found  themselves  as  pioneers 
of  that  catch-all  musical  movement  known  as  new 


New  York  City’s  Lower  East  Side/East  Village  has 
for  years  been  the  home  of  newly  arrived  immigrants, 
assorted  ethnics,  starving  artists  and  struggling  musi¬ 
cians.  But  its  special  place  in  the  history  of  rock  music 
arose  in  the  mid-Seventies  when  scuzzy  clubs  like 
CBGB’s  became  the  nest  for  a  new  force  in  popular 
music.  Bands  such  as  Television,  Mink  DeVille,  Blondie 
and  Talking  Heads  shared  little  except  for  an  antipathy 
to  mainstream  rock  and  their  own  unique  visions  as  to 
what  rock  and  roll  could  be. 

ForToni  Verlaine’s  group.  Television,  that  vision  in¬ 
cluded  a  strong,  urgent  beat  on  top  of  which  Ver¬ 
laine  contributed  perhaps  the  most  unique  guitar  play¬ 
ing  to  be  heard  since  the  death  of  Jimi  Hendrix.  A  com¬ 
bination  of  Ornette  Coleman- intuenced  jazz,  Hen¬ 
drix-inspired  runs  and  tonal  experiments,  and  inventive 
chord  and  scale  patterns,  Verlaine’s  guitar  carried  Tele¬ 
vision  through  two  critically  acclaimed  albums  before 
the  group  disbanded  in  1978.  DeVille’s  band.  Mink 
DeVille,  took  an  entirely  different  approach,  one  that 
reflected  its  leader’s  affinitvwith  Stones-style  rockers, 
early- Sixties  soul  groups  such  as  the  Drifters,  and  the 
Latino  sounds  emanating  from  New  York’s  Puerto 
Rican  community.  Mink  DeVille  too,  with  a  style  that 
didn't  fit  in  with  its  record  company’s  narrow  con¬ 
ceptions,  found  itself  isolated  and  adrift,  and  it,  too, 
disbanded. 

Since  real  talent  somehow  has  a  wav  of  rising  above 
such  obstacles,  both  Verlaine  and  DeVille  found  new 
record  companies  to  support  their  music,  and  each  has 
recently  released  impressive  new  albums — Verlaine’s 
Dreamtime  (Warner  Bros.)  and  Mink  DeVille’s  Coup 
De  Grace  (Atlantic)  —  on  the  heels  of  their  respective 
Bay  Area  performances. 

Verlaine’s  performance  before  a  large  crowd  at  the 
newly  reconverted  Market  St.  Cinema  continued  the 
Television  tradition.  Dressed,  as  always,  in  a  sweat 
shirt  and  jeans,  rarely  speaking  to  his  audience,  and 
singing  in  his  typically  diffident  manner  (Verlaine’s 
rather  thin  voice  is  not  his  strongest  suit,  and  his 
usually  difficult  lyrics  were  impossible  to  understand), 
Verlaine’s  stage  presence  was  the  antithesis  of  showbiz 
pizazz. 

But  his  guitar  spoke  most  eloquentlv.  With  the  ex¬ 
cellent  support  of  three  other  musicians,  including 
bassist  Fred  Smith  from  the  original  Television,  Ver¬ 
laine  explored  the  considerable  possibilities  of  his  in¬ 
strument.  A  guitarist  for  whom  a  solo  is  a  thoughtful 
personal  expression  rather  than  an  exhibitionist  show¬ 
case  for  overused  blues/roek  cliches,  Verlaine  swung 
between  unconventional  scales,  trilling  rhvthms  and 
sweetly  flowing  melodic  runs.  Holding,  bending,  aind 
extending  notes  that  you  didn’t'  think  even  existed, 
Verlaine  painted  his  own  distinctive  sonic  landscape. 
His  music  may  never  make  the  charts,  but  it  will  be  an 
inspiration  for  many.

The  newly  reformed  Mink  DeVille,  on  the  other 
hand,  plavs  music  that  strikes  many  familiar  chords, 
yet  the  influences  are  so  disparate  that  the  results  are 
quite  unique.  As  hot-blooded  as  Verlaine  is  cold,  the 
sleek  DeVille,  jet  black  pompadour  piled  high  atop 
his  head,  strutted  about  the  stage  with  perhaps  a 
bit  too  much  street  cool,  though  this  scarcely  bothered 
the  sold-out  crowd  at  the  Old  Waldorf. 

An  early-Sixties  soul  crooner  survivor  in  the  Eighties, 
DeVille  plays  out  his  shtick  to  the  hilt.  His  material 
included  the  best  from  the  early  Mink  DeVille  band — 
“She’s  So  Tough"  from  his  first  album  still  is  that  rare 
rocker  which  truly  explodes  in  wonderful  spasms  of 
passion  and  power,  while  "Spanish  Stroll"  continues 
to  please  crowds  with  its  street-smart  lingo  and  Latino 
lilt. 

It  is  on  soulful  mid-tempo  songs  that  Willy  DeVille 
made  his  stand.  "Love  and  Emotion"  from  his  new

Springsteen  with  help  from  Ben  E.  King,  that  showed 
that  even  in  these  cynical  times  there  is  a  place  for 
heartfelt  eloquence  and  melodic  beauty.  Equally  im¬ 
pressive  was  DeVille's  interpretation  of  Arthur  Alex¬ 
ander’s  1962  classic,  “You  Better  Move  On.”  the  same 
tune  that  the  Bolling  Stones  covered  on  December's 
Children  in  196,5.  Boosted  by  a  lovely  sax  break,  Willy’s 
understated  vocal  carried  tremendous  conviction  and 
sincerity. 

Perhaps  sincerity  and  conviction  are  the  key  elements 
to  the  music  of  both  DeVille  and  Verlaine.  Unwilling 
to  change  with  the  swings  of  fashion  and  taste,  they 
have  an  integrity  that  is  in  too-short  supply  these
